THE CASE OF MRS, MENTON, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE WYLIE.) 

In the case of the Irish Land Commission, 
owners; Margaret Menton, tenant, 

Mr. Chadwick (instructed by the Irish 
Land Commission, solicitor), on behalf of the 
Irish Land Commission, applied for an order 
under Section 19 of the Land Act, 1927, 
directed to the Sheriff of County Dublin, to 
deliver up possession of part of the lands of 
Hilltown and Rathingle to the nominee of 
the Land Commission. Counsel said that 
these were the lands in respect of which his 
lordship made an order on the 16th October, 
1928, giving liberty to the Land Commission 
to resume the holding.

Mr. Chadwick—Yes, my lord. On the 2nd 
January, 1929, the Commission notified Mrs. 
Menton that their inspector would attend on 
the 9th of January to receive possession. 
The inspector attended to receive possession, 
but was unable to do so, as neither Mrs. 
Menton nor Mr. Smith, who manages the 
holding for her, was present. The herd 
informed him that he had no instructions 
from the owner. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Morgan Byrne (instructed by Mr. James 
Fugan) appeared for Mrs. Menton, said that 
the Land Commission got an order for 
resumption in October last, and, of course, 
the rights of the Land Commission could not 
be contested by him, but the consideration 
that he wanted to put before his lordship 
was this: that this was a farm which 
belonged to a lady who carried on a dairying 
business 

Mr. Justice Wylie—The only question 
before me is that of resumption, and I must 
give an order for possession unless there is 
something wrong with the order for resump- 
tion. 

Mr. Geoghegan—This section does not 
oblige your lordship to give it, and, in cir- 
cumstances such as these, I submit, your 
lordship has jurisdiction either to adjourn 
the application or make an order against me, 
but with a stay on the issue of the order, the 
reason being that this lady has another farm 
which is a tillage farm, and her instructions 
to me are that, if possession of this farm 
ia taken up (Bhool + artes there will be 
a forced sale of live stock at a loss. 
The answer to that is that since 
October last or January, she ought to 
have sold the stock, but your lordship is 
not blind to the love the Irish farmer 
has for his farm. 

Mr, Justice Wylie—You simply ask for a 
stay? 

Mr. Geoghegan—I ask for a 
weeks. 

Mr. Chadwick, in reply to Mr. Justice 
Wylie, said that he had no mstructions on 
the question of a stay. He could not consent 
to a stay, but he was in his lordship’s hands. 

Mr. Justice Wylie said that he thought 
that a stay of six weeks was quite reason- 
able. He would make the order asked for 
by Mr. Chadwick, with a stay of six weeks.

the High Court, without a jury, in favour 
of the plaintiffs. ‘The action had been 
brought to recover £1,507, claimed to have 
been paid by the plaintiffs for work done 
and materials supplied in repairing and 
maintaining roads and approaches over the 
íonr bridges at Ferefad, Lisnagrish, Bally- 
minion, and Lamagh, in the County of Long- 
ford. line 

Ino plaintiffs alleged that, by Section 46 
of the Railway Clauses Consolidation Act, 
1845, the defendants are required to repair 
and to maintain such bridges and such 
approaches as are carried over defendants’ 
railway as public highways, and that, at the 
defendants’ and their predecessors’ re" uest, 
the plaintiffs repaired and maintained the 
bridges mentioned. 

he defendants admitted that, by mutual 
arrangement, the plaintiffs from time to time 
pricr to 1919 carried out the work men- 
tioned, but it was, they said, part of the 
arrangement that the plaintiffs should not 
increase the liability of the defendants 
beyond the liability cast upon the defendants 
by statute. In so far as any part of the 
work exceeded the liability admitted, the de- 
fendants denied that any such part was 
done for their use, or that they made any 
request for such work, While denying any

liability, the defendants -brought £300 into 
pee y á satisfaction of the plaintiffs’ demand. 

The s of the appeal ware, amongst 

the judgment was on a 
w conéjusion of law as to the extent of 
the defendants’ obliga , and it was wrong 
in law to hold that the defendants’ obliga- 
tions are other than those imposed by the 
Statute; and that, there was.no evidence, or 
insufficient evidence, that the defendants 
delegated the work in question to the plain- 
tiffs upon conditions involving an indemnity 
for the work done and sued for. 
_ Mr. Justice Hanna, in his judgment for the 
plaintiffs for £1,039, stated that a point was 
raised that the plaintifis were not entitled to 
recover such part of the moneys as was 
obtajned from the Road Board, their rights 
being limited to the sum of raised by 
the rates. He thought that the source of 
money in fact expended was irrelevant as 
between the parties. If it was improper to 
spend it on the ‘bridges in relief of the 
statutory obligation on the company, that 
was for the auditors. He gave judgment, 
with costs, against the defendants, and 
directed that the monev in court (£300) 
should be paid out to the plaintiffs in part 
discharge of the liability.

HARD LABOUR SENTENCE.

He now ordered the prisoner to be 
sent to Mountjoy for twelve months. with 
hard labour.

POLICE PENSLONER TO 
PAY. 


(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 


Joseph Cavey, of Curzon street, South 
Circular road, Dublin, sued Matthew Morrin, 
of Rathcoole, County Dublin, to recover 
damages for libel, which was contained i 
an anonymous letter, which, it was alleged, 
had been written’ by. the defendant, and 
addressed to the plaintiff's wife, and in which 
certain allegationa were made against the 
plaintiff an concerning his relations with a 
girl in Rathcoole. 

Mr. W. Black (instructed by Messrs. Reddy 
and Son) outlined. the case for the plaintiff. 
The plaintiff was a haulage contractor, who, 
in pursuit of his business, frequently passed 
through Rathcoole, where he visited the 
public-house kept by Mrs. Roehe and her two 
daughters. One of the daughters was a gifted 
singer, and since her early days was known 
by the nickname “The Thrusli.”” The de- 
fendant was a pensioner from the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police and he lived opposite the 


Roches. 
A VISIT TO DUBLIN, 

Some time about the end of 1927 Miss 
Roche and her brother were starting in their 
car to come into Dublin, when they saw 
Morrin standing as if waiting for.a ‘bus 
They invited him to come with them and he 
accepted a lift. Miss Roche went shopping 
and the defendant accompanied her. She 
bought articles worth «12s. 6d., and Morrin 
paid the bill. He then proposed an appoint. 
ment with her for the evening, and she 
assented, but she had no intention of keeping 
the appointment. Next day he reproached her 
with not having kept her word, and some six 
months afterwards he wrote her a letter ask- 
ing her to repay him the 12s. 6d. which was 
‘‘due to me for a long time.—Yours faith- 
fully, Matt Morrin.”’ 

On March 20th, 1928, a letter, of which the 
following is a copy, was written to the plain- 
tiffs wife :— 


THE LETTER, 

“ Dear Mrs. Cavey,—Just a line to let you 
know that your husband has taken up with 
a girl in Rathcoole; her name is Roche, hetter 
known as ‘The Thrush.’ He stops with the 
lorry every day for hours, and after hours, in 
the public-house. He also was caught on 
Sunday night in a private room by the Guards 
with her. He comes out on Sundays in the 
‘bus and sometimes in his father’s van. She 
is a bad character and knows he is a married 
man. I don't want to knock you about, but it 
is not right. On behalf of you I thought 
it only right ‘to let you know; so any Sunday 
night you come out in a motor car you will 
find him with her. They are bad people; 
or write to the Rev. Father Sheehan, Saggart, 
to put a stop to the conduct. He has the 
(;uards on his hand also. Now I am writing 
this private to you, hoping you will do things 
right.—Your friend. Do not let him see this 
note.’’ “ii 

Mrs Catherine Cavey, wife of the plaintiff, 
said that she received a great shock when 
she got the letter. She was married six 
years, and had lived in perfect happiness 
with her husband. She was very much dis- 
tressed about the matter for a long time. 
She had not known the defendant, and never 
saw him until she saw him that day in court. 
She had known the Roche family, and had 
no objection to her husband being acquainted 
with them. She waited for a while, and 
came to the conclusion that there was no 
foundation for the charge that was made in 
the letter against her husband. 

“THE THRUSH.” 

Miss Patricia Roche said that she was 
known as “‘the thrush.” She had known 
Morrin since he left the police about six 
years ago. He frequently came into her 
mother’s public-house. She never had any 
friendship for him, and never went out with 
him. Her brother and herself gave him a 
lift in their car, and when they arrived in 
Dublin her brother went about his business, 
and Morrin accompanied her to Switzer’s, 
where she bought 12s. 6d. worth of under- 
clothing, which he paid for and made her a 
present of. He wanted to. take her for a 
drive in the evening, but she did not keep 
the appointment.. Next.day he said to her, 
‘You are a nice one to let me down.” He 
wrote for the 12s, 6d. afterwards. ‘ 

There was no foundation whatever, said the 
witness, for the statement made in the letter 
concerning Mr. Cavey and herself. Mr. 
Cavey frequently came into the public-house, 
and there was nothing between them except 
a brief chat over the counter. 

Mr. A. H. Burne (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.), for the defendant— 
I am perfectly certain that every suggestion 
in that letter against you is untrue? 

The Witness—Yes; perfectly untrue. 


PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 

Joseph Cavey, the plaintiff, said that there 
was not the least foundation for the charges 
made against him in the letter which his wife 
had received. He knew Morrin as a police- 
man in Dublin, but more as a policeman than 
as a friend. | 

Mr. Burne—What reason can you give for 
his writing this letter?~It must be Is 
rotten mind. ) 

Captain Moynihan, the well-known expert 
in handwriting, gave it as his opimon that 
both letters in the case were written by the 
same person, 

Matthew Morrin, the defendant; in his 
evidence, admitted that he wrote the letter to 
Miss Roche asking for repayment cf the 
12s, 6d. He denied that he wrote the 
libel. He said that he always regarded 
Miss Roche as a most respectable gir, as 
were all her family. When they reached 
Dublin on the occasion mentioned Miss Roche 
told him that she wanted money to buy 
underclothing, and he paid for it. She also 
said to him that if anybody asked who she 
was he should say that she was his wife, and 
when she asked him to pay for the goods he 
understood that the money was -to be 
returned.

Judge Gleeson, giving judgment, said that 
libel was contained in the letter of March 
20th—a document as vile as anyone could 
think of sending to a wife in reference to her 
husband. He had no hesitation in coming 
to. the conclusion that it was a defamatory

libel, and that the defendant was its author. | 


Libel was a crime, and the defendant might 
consider himself lucky that it was a civil 
action and not a criminal one that had been 
brought against him, beeause thé charge 
made against Mr. Cavey was as low down 
a piece of blackguardism as anyone could 
imagine, 

The conduct of the defendant up to the 
last moment in the witness box aggravated 
the case more than anything else. He was 
not satisfied with libelling the plaintiff, but 
he used his position in the witness box to 
make a vile and abominable charge against 
Miss Roche regarding what took place on 
the day when her brother gave him a lift 
into town. 
man he was who wrote that hellish document 
to the plaintiff's wife, 

The plaintiff had asked for £100 damages, 
and he (the Judge) would give a decree for 
that sum, and it, would be more if the plain- 
tiff had asked for it. He would allow ten 
guineas witnesses’ expenses, in addition to 
the ordinary costs.

REAM heuses are, I believe, common 
to us all, but probably they vary in 
origin. Most’ of us have houses of 
memory, beloved in childhood, and now 
lost to us. These grow the more beautiful 
as time blurs the actual vision—gardens 
cilarge and avenues extend. It is better, 
lef me assure you, not to revisit them. 
The imaginative have, I daresay, dream 
houses coustructed by themselves. They 
could, without any architectural gilt, plan 
them. They could furnish them and watk 
in at the door as the first owners. I am 
thinking now rather of those houses 
which at first sight have a welcome for 
the stranger, some secret link, so that he 
feels at home. happy there. On seeing 
such a house I say, “This is my dream 
house.’ Who knows but that in the 
released life of sleep the spirit has 
already made a home im some such 
gracious spot, so that the waking mind is 
conscious of weleome and of happy 
memory? Of the dream houses of child- 
hood I could write until a volume had 
been filled. Of the charm to childhood of 
““Knockinaroon’’ I once wrote in a 
bygone Cornhill; but for an example of 
such recollection I would give that ador- 
able book, “ Earlham,” by ‘Mr. Percy 
Lubbock. 

Earlham is familiar in imagination to 
all who have read the ‘‘ Life of the 
Gurneys.’’ I came to it as to a house I 
knew; but it was with a kindred enthu- 
siasm, a child’s enthusiasm—that I 
gloated with Mr. Lubbock over every 
room in the house and every path in the 
garden. Never have I known the dreain 
house of recollectian so perfectly treated. 

Then there are, of course, the dream 
houses of books—houses we picture so 
well that we would make no false turn. 
I will give the forest house of the Three 
Bears and the cottage of Red Riding- 
hood’s grandmother as two of the very 
frst we learn to know; but I would 
return to dream houses that I recognise 
on seeing them as homes that I would 
seck often in dreams, could I choose, 


BY THE LIFFEY. 


Here is one not far from Dublin, along 
the pleasant road which leads to Lucan. 
Perhaps, a little of its magic is that the 
way there Jeads by Knockmaroon gate, 
where the authentic thrill of childish 
enchantment still gets me by the throat 
at sight of the doors that opened on the 
magical day of arrival—the laburnum we 
climb«', the wall .whence one saw the 
brave Tantivy Coach breasting the hill up 
to the Phoenix Park. Who does not love 
the rivers of childhood? The Liffey 
scems to me still to have a grace all its 
own. 

This dream house, of which I write, 
rambles away into a mill. Of all the 
works of man none seems more beneficent, 
more picturesque, than a corn mili. It 
has a mystery of floury cloud about it, 
dark chambers and awesome rumblings 
and splashings. The river, so careless 
and gay, is here useful and meritorious, 
like a naiad caught by a miller and con- 
strained to work for him awhile. Thus 
the mill adds infinite charm to the house. 
At sunset and by moonlight it is a fairy-' 
story mass of high roofs. It seems here 
that the garden and the river are united 
in wedlock. The house is so close to the 
weir that, on entering the gate, one is 
conscious of a thunder of watcr and a 
dazzle o: sun-smitten spray. Yet the 
song of Lu. water seems to enhance the 
quiet peace of the house., How shall I 
fell of the graciousness ef every room? 
Kind people who loved beautiful things 
have lived here, and everything seems to 
me the fittest thing to be in its place. It 
may be an old bureau with a bow] of 
brilliant zinnias to crown it, or a sampler, 
or the pictures done by one of the 
mistresses Of the house. Every object is 
as one would wish. Harmony 1s the word 
for the order and simple graciousness of 
room and hall and stair. 


A MEMORY OF SWIFT. 


There is a little room that seems to 
lean over the weir. From its wide-silled 
window you may watch the amber and 
beryl shallows of the river, as it slips 
under the over-hanging beeches, or you 
may stare at the heron, wisest of fisher 
nen, at his quiet task. 

(me tlinks of a dream house usually at 
some season when it is best known and 
loved. In my thought of this Liffey 
house it is always full summer. Sealy- 
hams and hound puppies, at walk, roll 
in the sun. The meercat, lover of 
warmth, may run out undismayed. The 
racoon can enjoy the comfort of it. A 
medley of happy animals and birds pre- 
sent themselves to my mind as I think of 
a summer afternoon there. The path 
accoinpanies the river faithfully, and the 
river goes singing by the garden that 
lies basking in the sun—its fruited walls, 
its clematis and roses, its blaze of flowers, 
all bee-haunted, hummed over by wasp 
an iridescent fly. 

Beyond that fruit wall once an angry, 
bitter-souled man galloped to Celbridge 
\bbey, to fling down a letter before a 
heartbroken woman, In the sunshine the 
anger and caprice of Swift and the all. 
too-taithful woman who loved him secin 
remote as storics. 

The. river path, having wandered by 
rock garden. by shrubbery and meadow, 
suddenly enters another garden, old- 
fashioned and enchanting, a garden of 
lavender hedge and nut walk and borders 
full of phlox and old-time flowers. The 
river seems to say good-bye there and go 
off on its glancing, dancing way under the 
beeches. 


A HOUSE IN TYRONE. 


When I came to it at sunset, set among 
its trees, ] felt that the old house said 
“ Welcome.” Always it will be to me 
motherly, kind, a house with a soul. It 
has something to give all who come, and 
many come, and have come, here. On the 
first morning of a holiday here there is 
an ecstatic moment in drawing back the 
curtains of the eastward bay window and 
in seeing the great stretch of moorland 
country that lies, fold over fold of brown 
field and green, towards the point, tower- 
crowned, which is called ‘‘ Brackenbridge’s 
Folly.”’ 

For me the season of the house is always 
Easter, and I must visit it in memory 
when the daffodils spread to the very 
doors. They are like throngs of vellow- 
robed worshippers, every head turned 
towards the sun. The trees may be leaf: 
less, but those who know and love trees 
realise so much of their beauty when 
trunk aud bough and reticulation of twigs 
show the beautv of their form. Besides, 
there is infinite variety of colour in leaf- 
less woods, brown and crimson and purple 
and a misty grey. Now the glen below the 
house 1s carpeted with primroses, 
anemones, violets. The rooks have 
colonised the large trees near one wing of 
the house, and their nesting at this 
Kastertide reans a happy noise and 
business from dawn till the last black 
wing is folded. The chiff-chaff arrives in 
early April. 

These highlands of Tyrone, Monaghan, 
Fermanagh have a wide-flung beauty of 
distant hills. Above the old house one 
seems to look across all Northern Ireland, 
and the house has a sort of happy gravity, 
as of one who knows wind and rain, 
sorrow an sighing, but sees beyond them 
spring and joy and hope renewed. 

An eld house ig like a story book—you 
may wander round every room reading its 
past. Italian pictures tell the story of 
somebody’s sojourn abroad, Tiger skins 


tell of adventures in W ater-colours 
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link Tyrone with Kashmir. Always the 
old house was in the hearts and minds of 
its sons and daughters. Always they 
thought of a homecoming; and so its com- 
fort is intertwined with the romance of 
far lands. It was a place to come back 
to, even if only in dreams. 7 


IN DONEGAL. 


This dream house I only know from the 
outside. We came to it in a summer sun- 
set, and there was no one to open the door. 
It has been closed for many years, . Per- 
haps, it has been like the house in Mr. de 
ia Mare’s ‘‘ Listeners.’’ 

The day had been one of basking sun- 
shine. Donegal Bay had no ripple on its 
blue sheén. Headland after headland 
showed the green of full summer. The 
cormorants sat high and sleek on golden 
sands. The mountains of Sligo were at 
one side, the mountains of Donegal] the 
other side of the bay. What could be a 
fairer site for a dream house? A dream 
house this bad been to one who was owner 
of a large place in its near neighbourhood ; 
but, as he tells in his own book, ‘‘ Sixty 
Years as an Irish Landlord,”’ he desired 
deeply to have a house on this island in 
the Bay. His tenants, in love and grati- 
tude for all he had done for them in the 
famine years, built the causeway that 
joins the mainland to the island. All 
thought of reward was refused. It was a 
work of sheer love that, from tenants to 
landlord, is not common in Treland. 

Perhaps, the kindly, tolerant (how un- 
usually tolerant in his day) spirit of the 
first owner and founder of the house, John 
Hamilton, lingers there still. Though the 
trees and shrubs are overgrown, and the 
garden merely tidy, the place has a gentle- 
ness, a graciousness that one felt at every 
turn. A long flight of steps led from the 
house-door nearly to the sea. Here it was 
my task to dig up white periwinkle for 
the grave of a daughter of this house. She 
had loved the white periwinkle so much. 
Twilight was falling, dimly blue, on the 
sea and mountains as we wandered 
through the deserted gardens; but the air 
was noisy with those queer, golloping 
curgles of a heronry. Above us the great 
nests were dark against the sky, and the 
mother birds fed voracious young. Some- 
times a grey. bow-shaped bird would flap 
home across the water and join his mate. 
From this point you could see Barnesmore 
Gap, and through the Gap our car had to 
drive that night. My heart lingered and 
still often returns to that headjand of 
Saint Ernan in Donegal] Bay. 

I have other dream houses, but these 
three will be enough to remind those who 
read of their own. After all, the pleasure 
of reading is to sav, “ That reminds me.’’

THE IRISH PALASOLITHIC, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sirn.—Perhaps, I may be permitted to con- 
gratulate Mr. E. K. Tratman, his colleagues 
of the Bristol University Speleogical Society 
and their Irish con/réres on helping to bring 
to an end in no uncertain manner the 
sedulously sustained myth of Ireland's ex- 
clusion from palmolithic honours, if I may 
put it that way. But for his excessive regard 


and methods of excavation not absolute y 
perfect, Ussher, the pioneer Irish speleologist, 
might have had the credit now due to Mr. 


of saving us from the pragmatical and 
dogmatic iteration of the catch-cry, ‘‘ There 
is no Irish paleolithic,”” which has retarded 
native initiative. The late W. J. Knowles, 
an antiquary of untiring industry, to whom 
Irish prehistoric archeology probably owes 
more than to any other single person, long 
maintained, in the face of much opposition, 
the contention now apparently fully 
established, and the writer of his obituary 
in the Journal of the Society of Antiquaries 
duly emphasises both facts. 

This pragmatic attitude received a rude 
shock by the Magdalenian discoveries at 
Inchnadamph (Inis na nDamh) in 1926. A 
short time afterwards, in a summary account 


of the Jrish stone ages, read in Irish before 


the Civil Service Gaelic Society, I showed :— 
(a) That. if Montelius’s evidence for the 
existence in the Scandinavian, or Nordic, 
7one of a Solutrean culture (the penultimate 
palwolithic cultvre, presumed to be of Asiatic 
origin), and if Reid Moir’s evidence for the 
same culture in England (end its geographical 
distribution there is especially significant’ 
are correct, we have in our collection here 
evidence for the existence of the same early 
culture in Ireland. The paleontological or 
zoological evidence furnishes the necessary 
hackground and establishes the fact that the 
land-bridge with England (and thence the 
Continent) was then unbroken. 
(b) That the Bann flake-tools, hitherto con- 
sidered of bronze age date, have their true 
counterpart in the characteristic armament— 
probably points for fishing spears—of the now 
widely known Lyngby culture of Denmark. 
which is of late paleolithic date. 
No less important for the historv of the 
recovery of the Irish paleolithic from the 
mists were the discoveries made by Burchell 
in: Sligo of remains accredited to the 
Mousterian period, the definitive account ot 
which will appear shortly in the leading 
English archwological publication (Archag- 
lagia). Myr. Tratman’s account of the Water. 
ford discoveries would go to show that at 
that early time (say, 10.000-7,000 B.C.) the 
dual origin of the Irish population, as 
evidenced by racial intrusions un to historic 
times from North and South Europe, was 
already determined.—Yours, etc., 
4 8.

VISIT BY THE LORD MAYOR. 

The Lord Mayor of Cork, accompanied by 
Mr. Philip Monahan, City Manager, visited 
the Ford factory in Cork yesterday morning. 
They were received by the Manager, Mr. E. 
L. Clarke; the Secretary, Mr. John Cohalan, 
and Mr. O’Kane, and shown over the 
different parts of the huge concern, The 
working of many of the complicated machines 
was explained to, them. 

The Lord Mayor expressed his delight with 
what he saw, and. his pleasure at hearing 
that there were 5,300 men employed in the 
factory, with prospects of more at an early 
date.

I sacrificed some hours’ sleep yesterday 
morning—being a night worker—in order 
to see Dublin’s first ‘talkie’? at the 
Capitol, and, although I have been suffer- 
ing for my rashness ever since, I am glad, 
on the whole, that I saw it. “ The Singing 
Fool’ represents the crudest kind of 
American sentimentality. It is a kind ot 
vulgarised Pagliacci—‘ sob-stuff” of the 
deepest dye; and it is calculated to bring 
tears to the eyes of millions of maid- 
servants, to whose maudlin feelings it 
panders i. the most unrestrained fashion. 
it is entirely a “one-man” show, and I 
must admit that Al Jolson’s acting is an 
amazing tour de force. What a pity that 
such an actor should be required to 
prostitute a great talent to such a trivial 
end! J warn those of my readers who go 
to see the “Singing Fool” that they 
probably will cry, just as they cried when 
they first saw “East Lynne”; but 
Jolson’s acting—even his singing of that 
dreadful song, “Sonny Boy ”’—has a touch 
of genius in it. The man has asfonishing 
personality, From beginning to end he 
dominates the show. He abounds in 
dramatic energy, and his acting is full of 
sympathy and humour; but, although he 
struggles mightily, he cannot raise the 
“Singing Fool” above the level of the 
rawest melodrama, 


Civilisation Threatened.

One of 
these days we all shall be talking down 
gas pipes, unless somebody rescues us from 
Hollywood. 


Passing of the S.S. Yarrow. 


on April 15 was 1,153,500. This was 24.567 


To many thousands of Irish people the 
nevs of the passing of the s.s. Yarrow 
will bring a slight pang of regret. For 
nearly a veneration the Yarrow has been 
one of the most familiar steamers in 
the Port of Dublin, and every summer 
thousands of people travelled from 
Dublin to Douglas on the familar decks. 
Now she is to steam no more under her 
old name; in future she is to be known 
as the s.s. Assaroe, travelling the same 
old route from Dublin to Silloth, and 
calling to Douglas. The Yarrow was a 
pioneer in the development of Douglas 
as a popular seaside resort for Irish 
people, but in recent years the steamers 
of the Isle of Man Steampacket Company 
have tended to do most of the work. 
Nevertheless, the passing of the old 
Yarrow will remind thousands of people 
of happy holidays in the past.

There are many blind beggars 
in Beliast, some of whom car find their 
own way about, while others have to be led 
by friends, and this is a stigma on any 
great city. 


Card Superstitions. 


It is curious, this being the twentieth 
century, to observe how many people are 
governed by their superstitions when play- 
ing cards. In a purely gambling game 
there may be some excuse, but not in 
bridge, where the good player will always 
seem to be the Incky one. J was amused 
when a friend who plays a lot in Dublin 
told me that his reply to the question, 
“Are you a lucky card-holder?’’ is always 
a modest “I’m afraid so.” as he knows 
full well the psychological effect of this 
on superstitions people. He is turned 
out of the “lucky” seat, the “ winning 
pack is taken from him, women sit on 
their handkerchiefs, and still he wins! 
The truth is, of course, that his cards are 
not a bit better than anyone else's, but 
he knows how to play them. 


Austin Dobson's Impromptu. 


A new book of notes on the late Austin 
Dobson contains an amusing instance of 
the spontaneity with which he could com- 
pose lines. One day a colleague entered 
his room at the Board of Trade and 
cleefully showed him a letter from the 
harbour authority of a Scottish. port.

New Bank Note 


- Within a few davs now our lives will 
be further complicated by the appearance 
of the new Consolidated Bank Notes, 
which, the Currency Commission has 
announced will be issued on May O6tli. 
These Notes will displace the existing 
Bank Notes, and will be limited to an 
issue valued at six million pounds. 
Hitherto, three of the banks operating 
within the Free State did not issue 
Notes, but all are to participate in the 
new Consolidated issue, hese three 
accounting for one-quarter of the 
amount. The Bank of Ireland and the 
National Bank take nearly one-half, 
while the remaining three banks, in- 
cluding two whose head offices are in 
Belfast, have another quarter. The two 
North-Irish banks have been allotted 
about a quarter of a million pounds 
worth of the new Notes, for which all 
banks will pay the fixed rate of 30/- 
per cent. to the Currency Commission of 
the Free State. 

For some time, at any rate, we shall 
have old Bank Notes and new Bank 
Notes, British and Irish Treasury Notes, 
and British and Irish coinage, all in 
circulation in the Free State. Keceiving 
change will be something of an adven- 
ture, rather like receiving change in 
Switzerland or Belgium before the war, 
when the coinage of half a _ dozen 
countries might be had in the change 
from a sovereign. 


The “Zoo.” 


Comparisons are odious. of course. but 
a Dubliner visiting the London ‘* Zoo ” 
must feel that we have certain advantages 
in our Zoological Gardens to set against 
the fact that the London establishment 
has an income that makes that of ours 
look small in a very literal and painful 
schise 

For instance, it would be impossible to 
think of anyone going to the London 
‘* Zoo’ for any other purpose but to see 
the animals. Certainly that is the reason 
we vo to our Gardens, too, but then it 
would be quite possible for a city dweller 
at this time of year to yo in there and 
spend quite a time wandering round 
without a thought of entering one of the 
houses, many and varied as their attrac- 
tions are. 

Just at present a pleasant hour could 
be spent there dawdling along the walk 
by the pond watching the many kinds of 
waterfowl, The grounds have benches

Home Life in America.

Two young friends of mine, just home 
from Ainerica, have told me some interest- 
ing facts about domestic life i.. the States. 
lor instance, a creat feature of furniture 
stores there is unpainted’ furniture, 
which is lacquered at home by the 
purchaser, with one cf the new, much 
advertised cellulose paints. It is actually 
an advantage not to know too much about 
painting, as the best results are achieved 
by careless or irregular application of the 
lacquer. Mv friends turned out some 
most successiul pieces, and when leaving 
were able to sell them at a profit. There 
is surely an opening in this country for 
some enterprising manufacturer to produce 
unpainted furniture: Jabour being scarce 
and expensive, most people have learnt 
to do things about the house for them- 
selves, and would welcome the opportunity 
of introducing a little more colour: into 
the home. 


In the Kitchen. 


But however expensive one may consider 
labour, that is, domestic labour, bere, it 
is quite beyond the means of the average 
person in America. If one takes £30 
per annum as a fair wage for a servant 
here, it would be exactly tive times as 
much in the United States—but let this 
not be breathed too loudly or we will find 
ourselves short-handed. The dearth of 
‘*domestics’? in America has led to the 
invention of innumerable and ingenioas 
labour-saving devices, and the kitchen, 
now the domain of the housewife, is the 
most attractive room in the American 
Lome, the bathroom coming a close second 
Their apartments are miracles of econom) 
in space; my friends were astonished at 
the size of the rooms in one of Dublin's 
oil Georgian houses, and vowed that their 
entire flat would have fitted into one of 
tlemi.

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A Giant Stage-seiting. 


For the production of the American 
negro play, “ Porgy,’’ which is now at His 
Majesty’s Theatre, in London, it was 
necessary to construct one of the largest 
settings seen on the London stage for a 
long time. Most of the action of the play 
takes place in the interior courtyard of an 
old mansion in South Carolina which has 
degenerated int» a negro tenement. The 
place is known as Catfish row, and here 
yather crowds of negroes who inhabit the 
numerous rooms of the Colonial mansion. 
To represent this scene on the stage the 
Theatre Guild in New York had 
constructed a gigantic setting which 
measures 24 feet in height, 34 feet in 
depth, and an opening of 32 feet. To use 
this setting would require a stage which 
none of our “' artistic ’’ theatres in Dublin 
has at its disposal. It would be 
interesting to see how either the Abbey or 
the Gate Theatre would treat such a 
scene; it is probable that either the 
Drama League or Mr. Hilton Edwards 
would produce the play quite adequately 
without such elaborate setting. 

The producer, or director, who uses this 
giant setting is Reuben Mamoulian, 
famous as the producer for the Theatre 
Guild in New York, and, in addition to 
this giant stage property, he has brought 
to London a negro company of sixty-nine 
persons—and a goat to draw Porgy’s cart. 
The play had been prophesied to be a 
sensation in London, but so far it has not 
reached the sensation point. London does 
not seem likely to emulate New York. 


An Trish Story. 


A new story about Irish Iife is to appear 
next month. It is by Mr. V. 8. Pritchett,

WHAT THE FUTURE 
MAY HOLD. 
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(By LYA DE PUTTI, the well-known Film 
Artist, who is now busily employed upon 
the British production, “ Ihe Informer.’’) 


HE question of rivalry between Britain 
and Hollywood bristles with ‘‘ifs”’ 
and “ buts,’’ but in a way the answer 1s 
fairly obvious. Making films is just like 
making anything else. Unless the article 
to be sold is to the popular taste it will 
not be successful. The question of British 
films is one which T have heard discussed 
both in Germany and in America. The 
fact that 1 am in England jor the purpose 
of making a film is my answer to the ques- 
tion. No film artist who thinks anything 
of her reputation is yoing to play ina 
film unless she thinks that the film is 
going to be one which, from all angles, 
will appeal to the public for which it is 
intended. 

Candidly, I do not think that the time 
is far distant when British films are going 
to occupy a very important place in the 
film markets of the world. Remember 
that the industry is fairly new, and re- 
member, too, that the British people have 
a way of being rather slow at the start. 
But—and this is a big ‘“ but’’—they also 
have a way of finishing pretty well ahead 
of anyone else. 

Hollywood has a film tradition and ex- 
perience which Britain has not yet had 
the chance to acquire. During the early 
vears of the war, when Great Britain had 
other things to think about, the Holly- 
wood studios were working like wildfire, 
turning out films, and doing much to 
capture the markets of the world. Then, 
after the war. when Britain turned her 
attention to the film industry she was re- 
tarded by lack of capital and—more im- 
portant—lack of film genius. Remember 
the years that the American film directors 
have had to evolve their technique. A 
director does not start off by making a 
wonderful film. He must have practice, 
and the only known way to practise is to 
yo on making films. That is why British 
directors who, in the beginning, made

INTERNATIONAL. 


The big British prodaction companies 
have learned one great lesson. They have 
learned to be, and to think, from the 
international point of view. There is no 
use in being insular in the film business. 
You must get the best brains and the best 
art, no matter which country produces 
them.

ECCLESIASTICAL 
HISTORY. 


MODERN RESEARCH INTO 
EARLY SOURCES. ' 

At University College, Dublin, yesterday, 
the Rev. Dom L. CGougaud, O.S.B., D.Litt., 
Celt (hon. causa), delivered the first of two 
lectures on “* Modern Research with Special 
Reference to Early Insh Ecclesiastical 
History Miss 

Dr. Coffey, President of the College, who 
presided, introducing the lecturer, said that 
his name and fame as a scholar had been 
recognised by the academic and learned in- 
stitutions of Europe, not the least among 
which was the National University of Ireland. 

The Rev. Dom TL. Gougaud said that the 
centres of production and storehouses ot 
original documents which constituted the 
materials for modern historical work were the 
Trish monasteries of the early middle ages. 
In those days Ireland was a land of learning 
par excellence. Books were written, read and 
transcribed in a larger number than anywhere 
else in Europe. Bands of monks crossed the 
sea to Britain and the Continent and took 
with them these books to wherever they 
carried on their ministry. 

Speaking of the fate of MSS. written in 
Ireland, he said that a great mass had dis- 
appeared through flood, fire and warfare, and 
that explained how historians could get only 
fragmentary vestiges of the past. It could not 
he denied that of all the materials intended to 
preserve the memory of the past the largest 
portion had perished for ever and the rest 
was faded to such a degree that it only 
reflected a vanishing picture of the days gone 
bv. Only miscellaneous fragments remained 
for the historian to gather and try and piece 
together. 

Having referred to the liberties which 
collectors. compilers and editors of the 
seventeenth century took with manuscripts, 
he said that the advent of the critical faculty 
in Ireland began in the nineteenth céntury, 
John Lanigan s book of 1822 bein the first 
manifestation. 

The second lecture will be given this after- 
noon at 4.50. 


IRISIT 
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SALE OF SILVER AND PAINTINGS. 


Messrs. Beunett and Son, Upper Ormond 
quay, will hold a sale of old silver, paintings, 
etc., to-day, the property of the late Mr. 
Frank Fottrell, the chief portion of which 
came from the. collection of the late Sir 
George Fotirell. There are some interesting 
items in the catalogue of old silver, Irish 
hall-marks being. prominent. 

Among the principal articles are a set of 
four pierced ovat salts on ball and claw feet, 
with blue glass liners, Sheffield, 1774, and a 
set of four plain circular salts on lion-head 
feet, with spoons, made by T. Williamson, 
Dublin, 1740. A plain tankard with domed 
cover, J. Cookson, Newcastle, 1748; a two- 
handled cup, Cork, eire 1765, by Carden 
Terry; two old Irish sauce-boats, Dublin, 
1745 and 1755, and two hot-water jugs, 
Dublin, 1770. and London, 1790. also attract 
attention.

THE BENEFIT TO FARMERS. 


Dr. J. C. Foley, who presided at the annual 
general meeting, welcomed the delegates pre- 
sent from various parts of the country. Pro- 
posing the adoption of the report, he said 
that the year 1928 had been the best tourist 
year they had since 1913, and the present 
year promised to be still better. They had 
made a good start at Easter, when they had 
a record number of cross-(hannel visitors. 
At Glengariffe it was like old times to see 
visitors from different parts of Great Britain 
spending their money freely in exchange for 
the simple social amenities of the place, and 
all thrilled with the unrivalled grandeur of 
the scenery of that romantic district. 

_ They heard so much adverse criticism from 
time to time of poor hotel accommodation in 
Ireland that it was well to let potential 
visitors know that they were fast living down 
that reputation, and that big improvements 
were taking place at most of the principal 
health resorts and watering places. 

EVERYBODY'S INTEREST. 

It cannot be too often repeated, he con- 
tinued, that it was everybody's interest to 
help to develop the tourist traffic. It was 
true the railways, *buses and hotels made the 
first profit; but that profit had to be shared 
out to others—to employes, to shopkeepers, 
to farmers, and through them again to 
virtually every member of the community ; 
but, perhaps, the farmers had most to gain. 
Tourists must have milk, beef, bacon, butter, 
eggs, cheese, vegetables, fruit, flowers, honey. 
etc.; and of course those who got employ 
ment from tourists must also buy food. He 
mentioned this because the impression seemed 
to be abroad that the farming community did 
not appreciate the importance of the tourist 
traffic as keenly as the other vested interests 
did, and that if they did the contributions 
to the pooled rate for advertising would 
be more substantial. 

In addition to historical associations and 
scenery, the tourist nowadays wanted to be 
brought into contact with modern develop- 
ments in the country. He wished to know 
what part they were taking in the general 
progress of the world. Here in Ireland they 
must, therefore, have full and accurate in- 
formation to offer in every direction—travel, 
hotels, outstanding features of scenery, 
historical landmarks. Anything distinc- 
tive about the country would attract the 
tourist. When the tourist thought of 
France, especially Paris, he thought of Art, 
and also of good cooking. Some countries 
were associated in the mind with well laid 
out cities, where town planning had already 
a history. The old world cities of Belgium 
were an outstanding feature. 

FACTS FOR VISITORS. 

They must antieipate that appeal, and must 
have compiled sufficient information to give 
a general conception of their industrial 
development by featuring the great Shannon 
Ek<trification Scheme as part of the founda- 
tion of an industrial Ireland, their agricul- 
tural development, and dependant industries, 
and direct attention to the products of their 
native manufactures in_ tractors, woollens, 
floar, brewing and distilling, by, if possible, 
the establishment of a temporary exhibition 
in the principal cities during the tourist 
season. All the information must be in a 
readable and interesting form, such as. they 
would have in the Irish guide book ‘Ireland 
of the welcomes,’’ In course of preparation 
by D. L. Kelleher. . 

"Te achieve the further progress which they 
had in mind, in competition with the Con- 
tinent, where tourist development was s0 
highly organised, everyone connected with it 
must realise that that could not he done by 
empty platitudes,but by unremitting attention, 
and in their treatment of the tourist as one 
with whom business was to be continued. 

The Chairman concluded with an appeal to 
[rish people to “See Ireland First.” With 
the improved travel facilities at hand to-day 
it should be regarded as a national duty by 
avery citizen to be acquainted with the 
beauty spots of this island before going to 

reign resorts. 
ey W. Lombard Murphy seconded the 
adoption of the report. pres 

Alderman Keyes, Mayor of Limerick, sup- 
porting the motion, said that he felt that 
the representative attendance was a sign of 
the widespread interest in the movement 
throughout the country. It was not the work 
of any particular individual or section ot! 
class. It was really a matter that concerned 
all, from those in the humblest cabins to 
those in the !argest mansions. 

TELLING ENGLAND. 

Mr. George Fletcher said that the report 
stated that the revenue from the tourist 
trafic during the coming season was mm 
mated at three million pounds. He —_ 
not see why they should not double it. 
had been his good fortune to lectare 
during the past eight months in win 
parts of Great Britain, and he — 
been pleased with the reception he ha 
received everywhere from English, audiences. 
One of the great difficulties was indifference 
and, possibly, ill-will. ‘The first thing they 
had to do was to promote still further the 
feeling of good-will between the per 
countries. Thev had only one enemy, an 
that was the man who sought to drive a 
wedge between the two countries. she 
ignorance and indifference of the people w ar 
very much to blame. They were very muc 
what the newspapers made them in past 
times, but there was a growing interest in 
Ireland among the “gg of Great Britain, 
who wished to hear about the progress oi 
this country. ise 

The truth was that Ireland was a magniíi- 
cent tourist country, but they had the 
smallest countries shrieking their attractions 
at the other side. Ireland should do_ still 
more to make her attractions known. They 
had got incrossingy excellent hote] accommo- 
dation in Ireland, but a great many visitors 
took no guidance in the selection of places 
to stay in. If visitors took a_chance and 
went to any place labelled ‘ Hotel,’ they 
might get precisely the same class of inferior 
hotel that they would get in England. It 
was delightful to receive the expressions of 
appreciation which Irish people had given 
him in England, and he was also glad to 
find that many ple who had misconcep- 
tions with led + Ireland were not sorry 
io have them corrected. He hoped that 
the Association would go on with increasing 


success. 
GOOD FOR FARMERS. 

Mr. Brooke W. Brasier, as representative 
of the Cork County Council, supported the 
motion. He tore testimony to the large 
amount of money which had come into the 
country through the work of the Associa- 
tion, and said that the agricultural com- 
munity shared in the benefits resulting from 
the work of the Association. 

Miss K. Breen, Vice-Chairman of Kerry 
County Council, a that the farming 
community benefited by the tourist traffic, 


and she deprecated the remarks of some | 


members of local councils in reference to the 
tourist traffic. In her own neighbourhood 
the prices of agricultural commodities would 
be almost nil if it were not for the tourist 
industry. 

Mr..T. J. McKenna, Blackrock, said that 
all the efforts to develop the tourist industry 
Should not be left to the Association. He 
complained that the transport companies did 
not contribute their share, and said that the 
Trans-Atlantic shipping companies had not 
done a tithe of what they ought to have 
done. Killarney, he said, had a very bad 
name for high charges. Some American 
visitors had spread alarm throughout the 
United States. He thought that the system 
of tolls prevailing in Killarney should be 


abolished. 

Miss K. Breen disagreed - with Mr. 
McKenna in his general criticism of Kil- 
larney’s charges. There were some tolls 
that might be abolished. but they 
could not expect people who spent large 
sums on the upkeep of demesnes to allow 
everybody in without charge, and have 
flowers and shrubs torn up. What visitors 
got for nothing they did not respect. 

Mr. W. Giles (Messrs. Cook and Son), Mr. 

. B. Hayward (Cunard Line), and Mr. 
George Harris (White Star Line) pointed out 
the steps taken by the trans-Atlantic com- 
panies to develop the Irish tourist traffic; 
and the Chairman, in utting the motion 
(which was adopted), said that the Tourist 
Association could -not have done its work 
were it not for the assistance it had received 
from the transport companies and the trans- 
Atlantic and other shipping companies, 

On the motion of Mr. arry Egan, T.D., 
seconded by Mr. M. F. Walshe, the outgoing 
directors—Dr. J. C. Foley, Mr. M. F. Keogh, 
Mr. J. Mongan, T.D.; Sir Maurice 
O'Connell, Mr. J. L. O’Brien and Mr. Eugene 
O'Sullivan—were re-elected. 

CHANGE OF PRESIDENT. 

Dr. W. Lombard Murphy, as senior vice- 
chairman, took the chair for the election of 
a new President. He said that a vote of 
thanks would be proposed later to their out- 
going President, but he would like at once 
to refer to the immensely fine work that Dr. 
Foley had done for the Association. He had 
been unremitting in his attention to the 
affairs of the Association since it was estab- 
lished, and they should see that his work 
did not pass completely thankless. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh proposed the election of 
Senator P. W. Kenny as President of the 
Association for the coming year. They 
regarded with a sense of loss the retirement 
of Dr. Foley from the positiun, and she ac- 
knowledged the magnificent services rendered 
by him during his three vears of office. He 
was determined to retire, and probably it was 
a good thing to have new blood in the 
organisation. Senator Kenny was the unani- 
mous selection of the Board at a recent 
meeting. 

Mr. J. W. Mongan, T.D.. seconded the 
motion, which was carried unanimously. 

Returning thanks, Senator Kenny paid a 
warm tribute to Dr. Foley for work he had 
done for the Association during his term of 
office. Assuring the members of his whole- 
hearted co-operation, he said that thev were 
only on the threshold of the tourist’ traffic 
movement in Ireland. It was capable of un- 
limited expansion, as evidenced bv the fact 
that, while they had counted their revenue 
in a few millions, other countries had counted 
it in tens of millions. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Dr. Folev, 

Mr. Walter Baird said that the retiring 
President had always taken a very active 
E- in all their aeliberations, and he had 
ept them right when they were inclined to 
go wrong. They would all miss him in the 
position he had occupied. 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny (Galway) seconded 
the motion, and said that Dr. Foley had left 
& very favourable budget for his successor 
and a record of good work. 

Supporting the vote, which was passed 
with acclamation, Senator Kenny said that 
Dr. Foley from the very outset was the 
principal builder and architect of the struc- 
ture they now had, and they knew how well 
he had laid the foundations of that structure. 

Dr. Foley suitably acknowledged the vote. 

The three retiring Vice-Presidents—Dr. W. 
Lombard Murphy, Mr. M. F. Keogh and Mr. 
J W. Morgan, T.D.—were re-elected unani- 
mously. 

The auditors, Messrs. Stapleton and Co., 
Cork, were also re-elected. 


NATIONAL INCOME. 


SURE WAY TO INCREASE IT. 


At the luncheon which followed the meet- 


ing, Senator Kenny, the new President, was 


in the chair. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Vice-President of the 
Free State Executive Council, proposed the 
toast of ‘*The Irish Tourist Association.” 
He said that it was proved that if the people 
in control of the Association desired assist- 
ance they were going the right way of de- 
serving it. The Association began in a very 
small way; now it was becoming a very 
considerable force, and, from all he could 
gather, it was only at the beginning of its 
growth and usefulness, 

He thought that there was no way by 
which the national. income of the country 
could be more surely increased than by en- 
couraging the tourist traffic. The Association 
expected that in the present year £3,000,000 
would be brought into the country and spent 
there by visitors. That was a very consider- 
able sum, but he thought that they might 
easily have three or four times the amount 
and not have reached the end of the develop- 
ment of the tourist traffic. 

They had beside them a very populous and 
very wealthy country, and there was no 
reason at all why a substantial share of the 
stream of tourist traffic that flowed from 
that country should not come here. He 
FS that it was coming increasingly 
ere. 

On the other hand, they had in America 
millions of Irish descent, people with some 
sentimental attachment for this country. 
Some of them might feel strongly enough 
about it to be prepared to visit it without any 
encouragement whatever, but there were 
others whose attachment was not great 
enough to induce them to come, but who 
would come if they got any encouragement. 

AIR ROUTES TO IRELAND. 

He did not know what effect the progress 
of aviation was going to have, but he be- 
lieved it was going to bring many people to 
this country who otherwise would not come. 
They could have easily ten times the num- 
ber of American visitors coming here than 
had come in the past, and ten times as much 
spent by them. He had heard it suggested 
in the past that there was something un- 
dignified in trying to attract tourist traffic. 
The point of view was entirely wrong that 
the country and the national feeling of the 
country suffered in any way whatever Ly the 
coming of large numbers of visitors. lí 
things were as they ought to be in the 
country, the reputation of the country abroad 
was enhanced by the number oí people who 
came. They would not only serve the 
economic interests of the country, but would 
enhance its revutation and the reputation of 
the people if they were able to induce 
visitors to come, and if they were able to 
satisfy them when they came. 

HOTEL DEFECTS. 

He knew that the Association was doing 
good work towards remedying any defects 
that might exist in the matter of hotel accom- 
modation. That was an absolutely essential 
side of the work of the development of 
tourist traffic. No doubt it was difficult to 
put everything absolutely right all at once, 
but there were certain things that could be 
easily and quickly done that would be a 
great improvement. There should be abso- 
lute cleanliness, a reasonable tariff, and the 
tariff should always be adhered to. Not 
merely should they remedy any defects that 
they might see themselves, but they should 
keep pace with developments that were tak- 
ing place in other competing countries. 
There was no reason why ten, twelve, or 
even fifteen million pounds’ worth of tourist 
traffic should not come into the country if 
the industry were developed as it ought to

country they should think a great dea! of the 


other people to think a great deal of the 
country themselves, and not = speak 
depreciatingly of it. 


STATE SUPPOR'. 

Dr. J. C. Foley, responding, said that he 
hoped their new President would be able 
to get the material recognition from the 
Minister for Finance and his colleagues in 
the Cabinet that had been denied the 
Association for so long. The Minister could see 
that they had done something, and that they 
deserved some _ recognition from the 
Government. 

Dealing with the prospects for the coming 
| season, he said that they were fairly sanguine 
that three millions of new money would he 
attracted to the Free State through tourist 
traffic. He could not speak for the Northern 
counties, but he wished them an equal share 
of prosperity. | 

In regard to accommodation, he maintained 
that Irish hotels compared favourably with 
hotels in similar rural districts on the 
Continent, and there was no reason why 
they should not praise what they had to 
ofier. Great Britain and the United States 
of America were their two chief markets, 
and, while not despising tourist traffic from 
America, they preferred the market nearer 
home. 

Proposing the toast of “ Our Guests,” 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny (Galway) said that 
what they should concentrate on was a 
modest development within their means. 
They should not aim at the very expensive 
hotel, but rather at the good modest hotel. 
With the toast he coupled the names of 
Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion; Mr. E. White, Chairman of the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club; and Mr. Patton, 
Secretary, Ulster Tourist Association. 


MINISTER’S ADVICE. 
Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, responding, said that he would be 
satisfied if the hotel proprietor did his busi- 
ness efficiently, so that he would make 
money out of it. He would thus benefit the 
people throughout the country. All he would 
say to the hotel proprietor was: “ Try to 
make the most you can, and bear in mind 
that if you try to make it too quickly, you 
may fail completely.’’ 

They heard much about the imperfections 
of Irish hotels, but he believed that it was 
good if recognition of those faults meant a 
determination to remedy them. They should 
not, however, advertise them unduly. 

Mr. E. White spoke of the International] 
Motor Races to take placé in the Phenix 
Park next July, and pointed to the benefit 
the fixture would mean for the tourist 
industry. 


Mr. Patton said that he hoped they would 
be able to induce the Minister for Finance 
to follow the example of the Northern 
Minister in supporting the tourist industry 
financially. He paid a tribute to the work 
of Mr. O’Brien, Secretary, and Mr, Barry, 
Assistant Secretary, and said that it was 
men like these who helped to establish the 
friendly feeling between the Free State and 
other countries, 

Mr. B. Egan, T.D. (Cork), proposing the 
toast of “ The Press and the Ladies,” said 
that they could not sufficiently acknowledge 
the help they received from the Irish Press, 
but he would make a plea for an organised 
effort to counteract the propaganda against 
Ireland that was going on outside the 
country. It was calculated, he said, that 
Americans spent 140 millions in Europe 
every year, and if the Free State went after 
that they should be able to get 15 or 20 per 
cent. of it. 


A DUBLIN COMMITTEE. 

Senator Kenny subsequently presided at a 
meeting for the formation of an Advisory 
Committee to look after the special require- 
ments of Dublin and district. 

He said that the meeting had been called 
by invitation, but owing to the length of 
the previous functions many of the Dublin 
business men had to go away. However, 
they could appoint a Provisional Committee 
now, and adjourn until a Jater date, when 
they could have a further meeting. 

Mr. O’Brien, Secretary, said that it was 
necessary to have an Advisory Committee 
for Dublin and district, the same as had 
been done in Waterford and Cork, so that 
their needs would not be overlooked. Dublin 
was by far the biggest tourist resort in 
Ireland. 

It was agreed that those 
included representatives from Dublin City, 
Howth, Bray, Blackrock, etc., should form a 
Provisional Committee, and to hold a further 
meeting on the lst May at 3 o'clock,

1,000 JOINERS OUT 
IN BELFAST. 


A 3/- INCREASE DEMAND.

About one thousand joiners in the 
Belfast shipyards struck work yesterday 
morning, foilowing the failure of negotia- 
tions with the firm relative to the demand 
for an increase of 3s. per week in wages. 

The workmen are members of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Woodworkers. Their 
existing wages is ls, 14d. per hour for a 
47-hour week, while in the building trade 
joiners receive 1s. 84d. per hour for a 
44-hour week. 


OFFER TO THE FIRMS. 


lt is stated that in the course of the 
negotiations an offer was made to tie 
firms that a stoppage ot work could be 
avoided if an undertaking was given that 
the National Federation would ve recom- 
mended to concede the ós, which was 
recently granted to all other time workers 
in the shipbuilding industry. 

Failing a settlement along these lines 
it was suggested that, in view of the fact 
that Belfast is outside the Federation area, 
the local firms would be strong enough 
to arrive at an agreement with the Union. 
It was at this point that negotiations 
broke down. 

Yesterday morning woodworkers removed 
their tool boxes from the workshops, and 
later held a meeting in St. Mary’s Hall. 


THE JOINERS’ CONTENTION. 


Should the strike be prolonged, other 
sections of the workers will be affected. 
Consequently the situation is being 
watched closely by kindred organisations, 
and already there is evidence that cross- 
Channel centres are becoming interested 
in the progress of events.

Further evidence in 
application made for a tariff on er 
papers and cardboard imported into the Irish 
Free State was heard at yesterday's sitting ol 
the Tariff Commission in Dublin. 

The evidence was tendered on behalf of the 
Federation of Irish Laundries, by Mr. Ernest 
Benson, director of the Dublin Laundry Co., 
Ltd. 

Mr. J. J. McElligot (Chairman) presided, 
the other members of the Commission being 
Dr. H. J. Hinchcliffe and Mr. J. B. Whelehan. 

Mr. Benson, in the course of his evidence, 
stated that the twenty-one laundries which 
comprised the Federation used very large 
quantities of wrapping paper, of the descrip- 
tion known as Kraft, which was of light 
weight, very strong and practically water- 
proof. This quality was used for wrapping up 


parcels of laundry work for delivery to 
customers. 

The value of the paper used by the 
laundries mentioned was not less than £2,500 
per annum, This particular kind of paner was 
not made in this country, nor was paper 
equally suitable for the purpose obtainable 
from British sources of manufacture, 
paper used’ was made in Sweden. 

A certain amount of cardboard was used, 
and it was imported chiefly from Great 
Britain. The cardhoard containers were made 
locally, and no objection was offered to a 
reasonable tariff, piovided that makers there- 
of do not increase their present prices. 

The laundries, therefore, objected to any 
tariff on the wrapping paper and cardboard 
used by them, except as containers, on the 
grounds that such articles are not made in 
the Free State, and consequently would be 
of no benefit to the paper-making industry. 

Replying to the Chairman, Mr. Benson 
agreed that the fact that the present wrap- 
ping papers were not being made in this 
country was no indication that it could not 
be made. Asked if he had used wrapping 
papers made in British factories, he said that 
they did not use British paper, as it was 
too expensive. His experience of British 
wrapping papers was prior to 1926. 

Answering Professor Whelehan, the witness 
said that the twenty laundries would employ 
something like 3, employés, but he did 
not think that the employment of these 
people would be seriously jeopardised if a 
tariff were imposed. 

Would it prevent people from sending 
their collars to laundries?—I do not suppose 
it would, but it is a question of the prices 
which would be charged. 

Asked his opinion on collective purchasing 
of paper by the laundries, Mr. Benson said 
that he had not considered the matter, and 
he did not know what saving might result. 

The Commission then went into private 
session. 
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CURRAGHS TO THE RESCUE 


IN ROUGH SEAS. 
o+-- — 
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CONNEMARA MAN DROWNED 
WHEN HOOKER CAPSIZES. 


A thrilling rescue story was told at the 
inquest last Monday night on the bedy of 
Michael Mellett (22), of Upper Camus, Cos- 
telloe, Connemara, who left his home last 
Friday with his brother James, in a hooker, 
to go to County Clare to sell turf, and 
whose dead body was found last Sunday 
by his father. 

James Mellett gave evidence that when 
the boat was at Bealadagan, on its way 
to Clare, a storm arose. Michael was steer- 
ing, and witness was on the deck, and they 
managed to fight the Atlantic waves until 
nearing Great Man’s Bay, where they took 
in a reef of the sail. Despite the increasing 
strength of the storm, they kept the boat 
afloat until they came to Bunahown, where 
the boat began to take water, and some of 
the turf was carried away. They endeavoured 
to return, but the wind capsized the boat 
when they were opposite a point at Carraroe, 
Connemara, about half a mile from the 
shore. Witness was thrown into the water, 
and did not see his brother again, as the 
boat sank immediately. Witness could not 
swim, but when he came to the surface after 
the boat sank he gripped an oar and 
managed to catch the mast of the boat and

Michael Wyndham, of Bunnacharnan, 
Lettermore, Connemara, stated that last 
Friday evening at about 7 o'clock he saw 
a boat being swamped in Great Man’s Bay.

They returned with the rope in about a 
quarter of an hour, and the ends of the 
rope were then tied to each curragh. The 
curragh were then so mancuvred that the 
one that witness was in was allowed to 
drift towards the mast, and witness managed 
to fling a rope to the man at the mast and 
take him into the curragh. They searched 
for the second man, but could not find him. 

Medical evidence that death was due to 
drowning was given by Dr. Patrick Daly, 
of Bealadangan, Lettermore, and the Deputy 
Coroner, Mr. Michael J. Allen, brought in a 
verdict accordingly.

Scenery, Sport. and Tourists. 
In ancient times Ireland drew multi- 
tudes to her shores. "Armagh, as often 
has been told, had its foreign streets. In 
those days the strangers came in search 
of such learning as Irish scholars could 
impart. To-day visitors come in great 
numbers, but their quest is different. Her 
scenery and the sports that are enjoyed 
are Ireland's main 
Irishmen might wish, 


within her shores 
attraction to-day. 
perhaps, that science and the arts were 
cultivated still with such distinction in 
their country that an intellectual traffic 
still should bring students to our island, 
but this generation must be satisfied witb 
a more modest ambition. In a word, the 
tourist traffic represents the most promising 
agency for the maintenance of intercourse 
between this European island and the 
larger world. We find ourselves, there- 
fore, in agreement with Mr. Ernest Blythe, 
Free State Minister for Finance, who, in 
his speech at the luncheon of the Irish 
Tourist Association yesterday, pointed out 
that the tourists who visit Ireland and 
are pleased will enhance the country’s 
reputation, and thus will promote her 
commercial interests. Mr. Blythe justly 
indicated the improvement of hotel service 
as the supreme need of the Irish tourist 
traffic. He asked for cleanliness in hotels, 
for a moderate and consistent tariff, and 
for a steady endeavour to keep abreast of 
modern progress. With these Ireland 
would become one of the most agreeable 
holiday countries in the world. 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, who also spoke 
yesterday, said that Ireland did not 
require the palatial hote] so much as the 
“ good, modest hotel.” There are, it is 
true, three or four spots of exceptional 
beauty and interest which are frequented 
by great numbers évery season, and are 
so famous as to be visited by everybody 
at some period of his life. At these spots 
the best hotel] accommodation in Europe 
hardly would be inappropriate. On the 
other hand, Ireland never can hope to 
draw continuous crowds of wealthy patrons, 
like the most fashionable resorts on the 
Riviera, which have their successive 
English, American and continental seasons 
throughout the year. The IJrish climate 
forbids a long season. If the hotels which 
cater for the summer visitor are nct to 
be idle in winter, spring and autumn, the 
sportsman as well as the sightseer must 
be attracted. At most of our hotels the 
veteran servants talk wistfully of the class 
of visitor that once frequented them—the 
shooting man and the angler from across 
the Channel, men who were happiest in 
months that now see few travellers in our 
hostelries, and in weather that would keep 
the mere sightseer cowering over the fire 
and lamenting his absence from home. On 
all scores the sporting man is the most 
desirable of visitors and ought to be the 
most welcome. The “wood, modest hotel ”' 
is that which best pleases him ; he promises 
to it patronage throughout the year, and 
by the midland lakes of Leinster not less 
than among the wilds of Connemara and 
Kerry. His interests and those of Irish- 
men who wish to be able to go about their 
own country in comfort are the same. 


Irish scenery, to the stranger's eye, | 


is not ‘more; magnificént than that. of 


Switzerland, or more: romantic’ than that 


of France—both, countries which are in 
easier reach of Southern England than is 
ours. Scenery alone would be insufficient, 
even if it were the most august in the 
world. Holiday-makers seek. relaxation, 
variety and ‘diversion. Ás the éaying is, 
they “ must have something-to do.” The 
Irish hotel which has no “listening-in” 
equipment and the resort that has no 
place of amusement save a ramshackle. 
cinematograph theatre showing worn-out 
films will not retain visitors. In like 
fashion, a region which advertises nothing 
save its mountains- will not attract 
travellers. It is a fallacy to suppose that 
sport has gone out of fashion. Never was 
it more popular. There are said to be rivers 
in England and Wales which are fre- 
quented by so many anglers that there 
are. not fish enough to yield a catch to 
one in ten, while in the best season Irish 
rivers, even within easy reach of Dublin, 
see only a few rods. Not all American 
travellers are wealthy, and the wealthy 
are not invariably given to the careless 
use of money. The hotel-keeper would 
do better to seek and to cultivate a steady 
patronage by the sportsmen of Great 
Britain. These are relatively modest in 
their demands. Cleanliness, courtesy and 
wholesome food at a fair price will satisfy 
them; but they are numerous and they 
dwell almost at Ireland’s door.

Trade with Russia. 


The delegation of British business men, 
which went to Russia recently in order to 
investigate conditions in that country, has 
returned to England. Its members were 
treated with much hospitality, and they 
have come back from Russia with revised 
ideas concerning many aspects of the 
Bolshevist experiment. In regard to the 
resumption ‘of trading relations between 
Britain and Russia, however, some of the 
delegates hold very strong views. Mr. 
Douglas Hamilton, President of the Brad- 
ford Chamber of Commerce, declared, 
before the delegation left England, that 
the time had come when British trade 
must seek an outlet in Russia. Now, in 
the light of. his.experiences, he admits 
that he was mistaken. The time is not 
yet opportune, he asserts, and his opinion 
is shared by several of his companions. 
He pays a nigh tribute to the cordiality wiih 
which the British delegation was received. 
Having known the old Russia of Tsardom, 
he goes so far as to say that, if he were 
a Russian, he, too, would be a Bolshevik ; 
but he can see no purpose in the pretence 
that trade relations can be resumed with" 
safety. The pendulum has swung too far 
to the left. Bolshevism has ‘ried to 
wreck the whole system of capitalist 
society, with the result that chaos has 
been created. The whole machinery of 
organised trade has shattered. 
Credit has disappeared; the exchange 
system has been ruined, and resort has 
been had to the most primitive forms of 
barter. 


been 


In these circumstances there can 
be little hope at present of a revival of 
trade between. Russia and Great Britain. 
Undoubtedly Russia offers an almost 
unlimited field for commercial and indus- 
trial expansion, and, as Mr, Hamilton 
declares, such a great country, with such 
a great people, must: recover some day. 
In the meanwhile, however, facts must be 
faced. The Bolsheviks have defied every 
law ‘of economy. By their obstinate 
refusal to accept the inevitable defeat 
they 
and have 
isolated it from virtually all commercial 
intercourse with the rest of the world. 
Well-meaning persons continue to agitate 
for the resumption of trade relations with 
Russia, as if all that was necessary were 
the mere consent of the British Govern- 
ment. Trade cannot be conducted by one 
party alone, and until the Russians show 
some sign of commercial enterprise, as 
well as of commercial honesty, nothing 
can be done. When the firm of Arcos was 
established in London its agents were 
employed as political propagandists. 
Under the cloak. of harmless trade the 
Bolsheviks were trying to undermine the 
stability of Britain, until at last the 
ruptare of became essential. 
Russia, under her present rulers, cannot 
be trusted. If, and when, the destructive 
theories of Bolshevism are replaced by 
saner methods of business, the other 
peoples will rejoice in the resumption of 
their old relations with a country that has 
suffered much; but that day is not yet, 
and its dawn still seems to be far off.

There are two discouraging statements 
in the report. which was submitted 
yesterday to the annual meeting of 
the Irish Society for the  Protec- 
tion of Wild Birds. In 1927 the 
Free State Senate passed, but the Ddil 
rejected, a bill which would have saved 
small singing: birds from two horrid forms 
of cruelty—bird-lime and confinement in 
minute cages. Since the Dáil seems to 
have acted under some misapprehension, 
Irish bird-lovers were quite confident that 
the Free State Government would re- 
introduce the bill under its own egis. For 
reasons which we cannot fathom the 
Government has done nothing. The bill 
must be re-introduced as a private 
measure, and the Society now invites in 
its favour the votes of deputies and the in- 
fluence of humane electors, Again, lack 
of funds has forced the Society to reject a 
generous and most alluring offer. Great 
Saltee Island is a famous haunt of wild 
birds, and, as the free gift which its 
owner, Mrs. Pierce, of Wexford, proposed, 
it could have become a _ permanent 
sanctuary for species that are already, cr 
soon will be, rare. Alas! they must re- 
main importunate; for the Society's 
slender means would not meet the re- 
quired outlay. We do not believe that 
these two things could have happened in 
England. There public opinion would 
have compelled the Government to prevent 
the torture of little birds, and such a bird 
sanctuary as Great Saltee Island would 
have been financed from hundreds of will- 
ing purses. Thé fact is that, in respect oí 
feeling for the. refinements of life—which 
include Nature’s ‘secrets—Ireland is a 
backward country. As the Reverend 
T. W. O’Ryan said yesterday, she is, 
among all the nations, pre-¢minently 
ignorant of bird-lore. That ignorance '

makes our people callous to suffering and 


blind to a whole world of joy and interest 


that surrounds them. Father O’Ryan, a 
true disciple of Saint Francis. spoke oí

multiply life’s pleasures and halve its dis- 
appointments; and one of the surest of 
them is the love and study of birds. 
Happy, indeed, is the man whom, in these 
rainless days, the glimpse of a kingfisher 
on the Slaney can console for the salmon 
that refuse his fly. It is a poor system of 
national education that, in an agricultural 
country, keeps childhood a stranger to the 
birds and allows greed and cruelty to 
strike the woodlands dumb. 
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Oranges. 


The Empire Marketing Board neglects 
no aspect of imperial trade. Its latest 
publication is an exhaustive. survey— 
economic and geographical—of the produc- 
tion and distribution of oranges. The 
United Kingdom is the world’s largest 
importer of them, and its supplies have 
increased from some six million cwts. in 
1913 to some eight million cwts. in 1928. 
Spain is Britain’s biggest source of supply, 
sending 67 per cent. of the total imports ; 
and the United States send six per cent. 
During recent years Empire countries 
have shown a striking increase of produc- 
tion. The area under cultivation in 
Palestine, from which Britain receives 
seventeen per cent. of her total imports, 
was doubled between 1924 and 1928, and 
probably will double itself again within 
the next few years. In South Africa also. 
which now supplies six per cent. of 
Britain s needs, production is increasing 
by leaps and bounds. A like story is 
told of Cyprus and Australia. Indeed, 
the Empire Marketing Board foresees a 
time when the world’s production of 
oranges will exceed its consumption. 
Then, as the Board suggests, intensive 
competition will exact stricter grading 
standards, and will develop markets for 
such by-products as fruit juice, pulp and 
oil. It is clear, however, that, in the 
world’s consumption of oranges, '“ satura- 
tion point ” (as the Americans say) is 
still remote. To-day the United States 
head the list of orange-eaters with 23 Ib. 
per mouth of the population—little more 
then one orange per mouth per week, 
Australia comes next with 20]b. and the 
United Kingdom and Canada are 
bracketed third with 19 lb. The Irish 
Free State has an annual import of only 
177,000 cwts., or six Ib. per mouth. Why 
does Ireland refuse so resolutely to be a 
fruit-eating country?

MAJOR-GENERAL ALEXANDER 
H. E. CAMPBELL, 


The death occurred in Sheftield vesterdav 
of Major-General Alexander H. F. Caimpbell, 
one of the few remaining survivors of the 
Indian Mutiny. General Campbell, who was 
aged 93 years, joined the Madras Cavalry 
in 1854. On his retirement from the Army 
he served from 1886 to 1896 as Judge of the 
Nizam’s Suburban Court at Hyderabad. As 
a prominent member of the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church he did much missiovary 
work. He went to live in Sheffield manv 
years ago, and until a comparatively recevt 
period he was a Wesleyan Methodist local 
preacher and Jay official. 


MADAME GUEBHARD. 


Reuter’s Paris Correspondent 
that Madame Guébhard, the well-known 
writer, whose pseudonym was Madame 
Severine, died at her residence at Pierrefonds. 
yesterday, aged seventy-four years. As a 
journalist she began her career on the 
Cri du Peuple, of which eventually she’ was 
editor, She was noted for the vigour of her 
writing, and she conducted many Press cam- 
paigns. A woman of a very generous dis- 
position, she was known as “ The Red Sister 
of Charity.” Her contributions appeared in 
the Gaulois, the Figaro, the Kelair, the 
Journal and Gil Blas. She had published

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THE REV. F. STUART GARDINER. 

The Rev. Francis Stuart Gardiner, M.A., 
who died at his residence, Carrickmoleen, 
Killiney, on Sunday last, was for over thirty 
years Minister of the Presbyterian Church, 
York road, Kingstown. During his ministry 
in Kingstown he won the esteem of all sections 
of the community, He engaged in many 
charitable works, and was a valued supporter 
of Monkstown Hospital. His retirement a few 
years ago was widely regretted. 

Mr. Gardiner was the eldest surviving eon ol 
the late Rev. Thomas Gardiner, Old Aberdeen. 
He entered the Ministry as assistant to the 
late Rev. R. W. Fleming in 1882. In 1890 
he was called to Kingstown, and became 
senior minister. In 1899 he was chosen 
Moderator of the Dublin Presbytery. On 
leaving the Manse in York road, Kingstown, 
Mr. Gardiner went to reside at Carrickmoleen, 
Killiney, where he died. 


MR. JOSEPH PIKE, D.L. 


Mr. Joseph Pike, D.L., whose death at 
Barton Abbey, Oxfordshire, is announced, 
had long associations with the City and 
County of Cork. His family for genera- 
tions had played a leading part in the city’s 
social and public life. Born at Bessborough, 
County Cork, in 1851, he was educated at 
Grove House School, Tottenham. He was 
Chairman of the Cork Steamship Company 
and the Cork, Bandon and South Coast Rail- 
way, and was one of the Deputy Lieu- 
tenants for the City and County of Cork. 
He was also a Justice of the Peuce. In 
1888 he contested unsuccessfully the Borough 
constituency in the Conservative interest. In 
1881 he married Frances Anne, daughter of 
the late Walter Crichley, of Salwick Hale, 
Lancashire, and had two children—a_ son 
and a daughter. 

A keen sportsman, Mr. Pike displayed an 
active interest in the Cork County Cricket 
Club, with which he played for many years. 
He was an ardent angler, and was fond of 
shooting. Although a member of an old 
Quaker family, Mr. Pike frequently attended 
the Church of Ireland Service at Glanmire, 
County Cork, and on his departure from 
Ireland after the malicious burning of his 
residence, and that of his brother, he created 
the Pike Fund for the augmentation of the 
clerical rime By the conditions of his 
gift of £5,000 the trustees.are enabled to 
distribute the annual interest among clergy 
of the Church of Ireland in the Diocese of 
Cork, Cloyne, and Ross.

BRITISH DELEGATE'S VIEW. 

Mr. Douglas Hamilton, President of the 
Bradford Chamber of Commerce, who was 
a member of the British Trade Delegation 
to Russia, said at a meeting of the Council 
of the Chamber yesterday that he had to 
reverse a statement which he made last 
February—that the tiine had now come 
when the peaceful commercial penetration 
of Russia might be speeded up. 

“I believe that the time is not set 
opportune.. In saying this I do not wish 
to detract ia any way. from my sense of 
gratitude for the cordiality and hospitality 
shown by the Soviet Government, nor do 
T wish to cast any doubt on the honesty 
of purpose which actuates manv thousands 
of members of the Communist Party. 

“H IT had been a Russian myself and 
seen, as I have seen, under the Tsar's 
régime, such glaring extremes of wealth. 
such bribery and, corruption on the part 
of officials, and such extravagance on the 
part of the wealthy business men in a 
country the majority of whose inhabitants 
lived in poverty, then T say that I should 
have been a Bolshevist. i 

“But the pendulum has swung too far 
in the opposite direction, and the Com- 
munists who are trying to hold it there 
will find that they are as powerless to 
defy the I-ws of economy as to defy the 
law of gravity. Russia will find her 
equilibrium in the end; for Russia is a 
great country, and the Russians are a 
great people.”’

MEMBERS TO ARRIVE 
LONDON ON FRIDAY. 

Sir John Simon (Chairman) and other 
members of the Indian Statutory Com- 
missiqg are expected to arrive in London 
on Friday next. The Commission has been 
absent from England .for seven months, 
and has completed the hearing of evidence 
in India. - 

Sir John and Lady Simon will be the 
guests of the National Liberal Club at a 
luncheon on Tuesday next, April 20th. 
The following day Sir John will address 
his constituents in Spen Valley, where he 
is béing opposed by a Labour candidate. 

It is known in authoritative quarters in 
London that the Chairman of the Cominis- 
sion holds strong views as to the import- 
ance of keeping the Indian problem out 
of party politics. The fact that the 
Statutory Commission is drawn from all 
parties, and that its members have worked 
together so cordially throughout, makes it 
the more important that controversies 
about India should be kept out of the 
general election. 

It may be expected, therefore, that, 
though Sir John will naturally refer to 
the tour of the Commission when he speaks 
immediately after his arrival, he will 
adopt a strictly non controversial tone, 
and it would not be surprising if he were 
to declare that he proposes to make no 
more references to the subject till the 
election is over and the work of the Com- 
mission is finished. 

The Indian Central Committee, which 
has been sitting with the Statutory Com- 
mission in India throughout, is coming to 
England to complete the evidence. The 
Committee will arrive on Saturday. June 
8th. and it is expeeted that the sittings 
of the Conference will conclude before the 
end of July.

MAN SHIELDS BROTHER 
WITH HIS BODY. — 


It was announced in the London 
Gazette last night that the King has 
awarded the Edward Medal. to Henry 
Charles Hamblin, who on November 10th 
last shielded his brother with his own 
body for twenty minutes, while débris was 
falling in a mine. . 

Henry Charles Hamblin was working 
with his brother, Arthur Albert, at Mells 
Colliery, Somerset, when’ falls of roof 
buried Arthur up to his waist. Henry 
tried to free his brother, but could not do 
so, and a further fall buried Arthur up 
to his shoulders. 

Henry went for assistance, and on re- 
dturning he found his brother almost 
buried. 

“ As the roof continued to fall,’’ stated 
the ‘London Gazette, “Henry crouched 
uver his brother’s head to shield him, and 
remained in that position for some twenty 
minutes unti] assistance: came and a 
temporary covering of timber was erected 
over his brother’s head. . 

“He knowingly exposed himself to con- 
siderable danger, and himself received 
severe bruises while shielding his brother 
with his own body from the falling stones. 
His gallant conduct probably saved his

CALCUTTA, Tuesday. 

Major C. W. 8S. Haycrait, of the 5/8 
Punjabi Regiment, was shot dead on the 
rifle range of Nowshera, Punjab, yester- 
day morning, by a bugler, who fancied 
he had a grievance. 

The Major had just been supervising 
early morning practice, seated on a stool, 
when a Sikh bugler, having surreptitiously 
loaded his rifle, suddenly rushed forward 
and shot him through the back. The 
bullet passed clean through his body, and 
wounded two Sepoys who were standing in 
the line of fire. 

The man then fired two more shots, one 
of which went wide, while the other passe’ 
between the legs of a subadar major, who 
attempted to arrest the assassin. 

It is stated that the bugler had been 
passed over for promotion to lance rank 
some weeks ago, and held Major Haycrait 
responsible for his lailure. He applied 
for discharge, but this was refused him, 
as he had not completed his full term oi 
service of ten vears.

CAPTAIN FINLAY DIVIDES A 
FIRST PRIZE.

NICE, Tutsday. 

Owing to the dull weather and the over- 
cast skies, but few spectators were 
attracted to the Internationa] Military 
Horse Show to-day for the Pive de la 
Victoire, although some of the finest 
jumping yet seen in the present meeting 
took place. : 

The event consisted in clearing seven 
obstacles of varying heights from 1m. 50c. 
(about 4ft. llin.) to Im, 75c. (about 
Sit. 7in.). 

There were twenty-six entries, of which 
seventeén cleared the first round without 
faults, among them being Jieutenant 
Aherne riding Mac an Jelar, Captain 
Finlay riding Napoleon, and.

For the second round one obstacle was 
removed and the others raised ten centi- 
metres. Ten competitors finished, among 
them being Captain Finlay-and Captain 
Corry. Captain Aherne’s horse made a 
hind-leg fault in this round. 


PRIZE DIVIDED. 

In the third raund another obstacle 
was removed, the remainder again being 
raised ten :centimetres. Five riders 
finished without faults,. and Captain 
Tinlay’s riding of Napoleon attracted 
great attention. Despite the fact that 
horse was slightly lame, he diil a fault- 
lessly clean round, while Captain Corry’s 
mount made two hind-leg faults. 

It was intended. to. ride the fourth 
round to try to pick the winner, with two 
obstacles raised another ten centimetres, 
but the riders decided to divide the prize. 
The winners were (Captain Bertran 
(France), Lieutenant Menten Dehorne 
(Belgium), Captain Ventura (Czecho- 
Slovakia), Captain Delaborde (i rance), 
and Captain Finlay (Vrish Free State).

TWO TRAINS COLLIDE. 


CRANEMAN KILLED. 

One man was killed and two were injured 
in a collision at 8.30 yesterday’ morning on 
the Great Western Railway line between Tor. 
quay and Newton Abbot, involving a goods 
train and’ the 7.10 stopping passenger train 
from Plymouth, which arrives at Newton 
Abbot at 8.32. 

The dead man is Edgar Yabsly, of. Forde 
road, Newton Abbot, a crane driver. The in- 
jured are the driver and fireman of the pas- 
senger train, W. Searle and A. Viney, both 
of Penzance. 

Both trains. were travelling in the same 
direction. It is the custom of the goods 
train to draw into a siding to allow the. pas- 
senger train to pass, but apparently this 
operation had not been completed when the 
accklent occurred yesterday.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Four hundred passengers in the British 
liner *Pennland, which arrived here to- 
day from Southampton and Halifax, had 
a bad attack of cold. feet last Thursday 
off the grand banks of Newfoundland. - 

The ship was surrounded by huge ice- 
bergs, which could be heard crashing in 
the darkness, as huge fragments. the size 
of skyscrapers, broke apart from the main 
bergs, with reports like the 
heavy guns. 

For hours the big liner was in imminent 
danger of destruction. and the passengers 
spent a sleepless night. Captain V. L. 
Making said ‘that. one iceberg, looked as 
big as. Hyde Park. and had glistening 
spires over 200-fect high. , 

The Pennland was obliged to slow down 
to a quarter of her usual speed, .and 
finally to stop altogether. Morning came 
at last, after one of the worst nights that 
tlie ship's’ officers ever remembered, 

All the time there was the fear that the 
great icebergs might catch the Pennland 
In a crushing grip, but the vesse) eventu- 
ally got away, steaming cautiovwsly at 


-half-speed through the floating ice.

LINER MYSTERY, 


THREE PASSENGERS DIE 
FROM SUNSTROKE.

VEW. YORK, Tuesday. 

The Canadian - Pacific agents here 
announce that three passengers on board 
the new Canadian Pacific liner Duchess 
of Atholl (21,500 tons), which is due to 
arrive in: Cherbourg’ to-morrow after a 
cruise along the South American and 
African coasts, have died of sunstroke: 

The names of the victims, an English- 
man and two Americans. are not avail- 
able. 

The Canadian Pacific officials decline to 
state at what portion of the cruise the 
deaths occurred, or whether the bodies 
were taken off at Gibraltar or at any port 
previously reached. 

The officials deny the fruth of a private 
cable alleging that ten deaths had occurred, 
repeating that three persons only suc- 
cumbed, and that they died of sunstroke. 

The private cable referred to, purporting 
to come from a passenger in the. Duchess 
of Atholl. and picked up in Newhaven, 
Conn., stated that the four stewards and 
six passengers died suddenly. 

It said that at one port where the liner 
called doctors were summoned to assist 
the ship s surgeon. 

The liner’ Dtchess “of: Atholl left 
Gibraltar. on Sonday at 6 p.m. for South- 
ampton “via. Cherbourg. and is due at 
Southampton at 1 o'clock to-morrow alter- 
noon.

BRITISH REVENUE RETURN. 


BIG EXCISE PAYMENT, 

The revenue for the week ended April 20 
was £17,492,565,. which exceeded the expen- 
diture of £Y4,804,888 by £2,687,677. — As 
in the corresponding week of last year, the 
chief contribution to revenue was made by 
Excise, which produced £6.7 millions. The 
next largest was from estate duties (£2.6 
millions), which are now well ahead of their 
position a year ago. Income tax brought 
£2 millions, Customs £1.7 million, and 
Crown Lands £1.2 million. 

The bulk of the expenditure was on the 
two items, interest and management of the 
national debt £6.2 millions, and Supply Ser- 
vices. (£5.2 millions), but £1:7 million was 
put to Sinking Fund, which is thereby raised 
well above the level of a year ago. Although 
there’ was an excess of revenne over expen- 


' diture, the floating debt was practically un- 


altered. This is due chiefly to an alloca- 
tion of £1,870;044 to the Depreciation Fund 
under the Finance: Act’ of 1817," .

A NEW FORMULA. 

H was said, for instance, that there 
was neither anv immediate question of 
the calling of another Naval Conference, 
nor of any present or ultimate departure 
from the demand of the United States 
for parity in sea strength with Great 
Britain. 

Simply and as effectively as possible the 
United States delegation had heen in- 
structed to suggest a new formula for a 
revaluation of fighting strength, in which 
tonnage would only figure as one of five 
or six factors to be considered, and to 
co-operate with other powers in the 
elaboration of such a formula for use at 
a later day 
‘No hint is given either at the White 
House or at the State Department as to 
when that day may come, for that must 
depend upon other powers, and notably 
Great Britain. . But if,. and when, a 
formula is found and expressed, it is the 
intention of the Hoover administration to 
urge its use not for the limitation, but 
for a considerable reduction of arma- 
ments. 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 

Incidentally, among the conclusions 
dvawn from Mr. Gibson’s speech, not the 
least interesting is that which deals with 
future relations between the United States 
and the League of Nations. 

It is believed that the period of 
cautions co-operation—in which to begin 
with the caution was more noticeable than 
the co-operation—is over and that the 
world wil] now see a full acceptance by 
the United States of the fact that the 
existence of the League provides a 
machinery of international contact on 
which the fullest and frankest use should 
be made. 

There is even a suggestion, though this 
is non-officia], that any Naval Conference 
in an early future might, without objec- 
{ion from the Hoover administration, take 
place under the auspices of the League.

SHANGHAI, Tueaeday. 
Upper Yangtze is being ES 
cleared ot Kwangsi ‘fugitives, and little 
further fighting is expected. Some bodies ol 
{roops are supposed to have surrendered, but 
the numbers of those who have escaped south- 
ward, with the ‘object of reaching Kwangsi, 
are not known. 

In Shantung the Nationalist commander, 
who was originally in command at Chefoo, 
hae regained that city, and bas drmven ont 
Chang Chung-Chang, whose troops ave likely 
to be gathered in by the Government forces, 
which are advancing from Weihsien, on the 
Tsing-Tao-Tsinanfu Railway. 

Whatever Feng Yu-hstung 
been contemplating during the 
crisis, the general feeling now is that 
the Covernment need expect no active 
opposition from him. The Government is 
obviously stronger than at any time since 
the establishment of the Nanking régime, 
but, much consolidation will be required 
before the results take a tangible form, and 
a better financial position is brought about. 

In February, Chang Chong-Chang  de- 
scended on Shantung, of which he was for- 
merly Military Governor, from Dairen, where 
with ether war. lords and officials he had 
taken refuge after the successful Nationalist 
expedition to Peking. He had apparently 
some 15,000 troops under him whe his. in- 
cursion was made, and this force was rein- 
forced by 7,000 Nationalists, who went over 
to him. Chefoo fell to him on March 97. 
but. attempts to continue his advance were 
checked by the Nationalists, who had rallied 
at the walled city of Ninghaichow.

GENERAL MANAGER'S 
EVIDENCE. 

‘The Board of Trade inquiry into the sink- 
ing of the Vestris, with the loss of 112 lives, 
off the American coast, was resumed in 
London yesterday, when Mr. Alfred Woods, 
general manager ot Lamport and Holt, Ltd., 
gave evidence. Jhe inquiry was adjourned 
until to-day. 

Mr. Woods questioned regarding 
correspondence which had passed between 
the Board of Trade and Messrs. Lamport 
and Holt at the end of 1926 regarding an 
allezed overloading of the vessel. 

‘When the Vestris,. on her Jast fateful 
voyage, left New York with a deeper 
draught than she should have had,” said 
Mr.\\Woods, “ I personally recollect the cor- 
respondence, and had it turned up. 1 thought 
that . probably the Vestris on thais last 
occasion had been pumped of water beiore 
she left New York in the same wav as it 
was reported that she had been on the pre 
yious occasion, 

Mr. Woods further stated that according 
to all the information there was no pump- 
ing out before the Vestris left Hoboken. 

“ Statentents were made mm the Press in 
New York,’ said Mr. Woods, ‘ that certain 
of our officers had stated that our boats— 
I do not know to what extent—either con- 
sistently ov persistently, but anyhow, had 
been discharging from New York below their 
proper dranght. ‘These officers were brought 
to England and examined, and I ascertained 
that they had, in fact, made those, s!ate- 
ments, and had adhered to them.

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PROTECTION OF 
WILD BIRDS. 


THE BIRDLIME SCANDAL 
AN ISLAND SANCTUARY. 


“1 do not think there is any. country in 
the world so ignorant about birds as 
Ireland,” the Rev. T. W. O’Ryan said 
yesterday, when presiding at the annual 
general meeting of the Wild Birds’ Protection 
Society, in Academy House, Dawson street, 
Dublin, “There are many who look on birds 
as a sort of joke, a thing of no value, or 
a nuisance. I do not think you can get 
two men outside of this Society, in the whole 
of the County of Dublin, who could mention 
the names of thirty birds. I have been a 
lover of the study of birds fér the last sixty 
vears; the older row the fonder I become 
of birds, and the better I am pleased that 
I had such a hobby. Everyone should have 
two hobbies, one inside his profession, and 
the other outside it. If a person has no 
hobby, half the pleasure of life is lost. Those 
of us who have made a hobby of birds have 
nothing to be sorry for; it is a hobby we 
can have and enjoy up to the very end.” 

Mr. C. B. Moffat read the report of the 
year’s work, which referred to the Order in 
the Dublin Gazette of May 11th, 1928, pro- 
tecting the eggs of some of the rarer birds 
in Donegal, Mayo, Waterford and Wexford; 
as well as extending close time in the Jast- 
named county for about a dozen species, in- 
cluding the goldfinch, the linnet, and all 
the owls. “Assistance in enforcing this Order 
has been freely given in many localities by 
private indiyiduals and also by the Civic 
Guard. In Kerry, the taking of chough’s 
eges is now forbidden under a County Council 
Order. An effort to have this Order sus- 
pended for three years was defeated—a 
remarkable sign of the healthy state of public 
feeling in Kerry. 

THE LINNET ENDANGERED. 

In Wexford, the newly-passed Order for 
the extension of close-time, which came into 
force in the summer of 1928, was quickly 


i: challenged by a strongly-organised associa 


tion of the local bird-catchers, who, on some 
of their number being prosecuted by the 
Civic Guard for trapping in August, em. 
ployed a solicitor to apply to the Circuit 
Court Judge asking him to revoke the order 
made by his predecessor (the laie Judge C. 
F. Doyle}, so far as that order applied to 
the goldfinch and the linnet, and to limit those 
birds once more to the ordinary close-time, 


which ends on the 3lst of Juiy. In resisting 


this appeal we had the important co-opera 
tion of the Enniscorthy District Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, who 
shared the legal expenses invoived. 

After a careful hearing of evidence on both 
sides, the Judge (Justice Devitt) held that 
the goldfinch had been proved to stand in 
need of special protection, and in the case 
of that species he, therefore, refused the 
bird-catchers’ application; but he was not 
satisfied that a sufficient case had been made 
out for the linnet. The linnet, therefore, 
stands in danger of being reduced again to 
ordinary close-time protection, though this 
still depends on whether the Minister for 
Justice grants the order for which the judge 
agreed to apply. 

The cruelties involved in the use of bird 
lime have been kept largely before the public 
eye during a great part of the year. Many 
letters and some important, resolutions of 
protest have appeared in the Press, and 
pressure has been put on the Government 
by the Dublin Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (with whom the officers 
of this Society are constantly in touch) to 
induce it to introduce a bill on the lines 
of that which the Senate passed, but the 
Dail rejected, in the spring of 1927. We 
understand, however, that the Government 
has now decided not to take this meritorious 
step, and it remains to be seen what private 
effort can effect. A bill will undoubtedly 
be introduced, either in the Senate or in 
the Dail, and the Committee of this 
Society urges on all its members, and al! 
friends of Irish bird-life, the importance ol 
doing what they can to enlist, on behalf of 
the coming measure, the sympathies of as 
many members of either House as they have 
means of approaching. A recently-printed 
leaflet, showing the cruelty of the bird-lime 
business (written by Mrs. Waldron, now a 
member of this Society), can be had by any 
member wishing for a copy. 


THE SALTEE ISLANDS. 

During the year the Committee had also 
to give caretul consideration to a most liberal] 
and attractive offer made to the Society by 
Mrs. Pierce, of Park House, Wexford, the 
present owner of the Great Saltee Island, who 
proposed to make to the Society a free gift of 
that famous resort of bird-life, with a view 
io its conversion into a complete and well 
ordered sanctuary. With great regret, 
however, the Committee had to come to the 
conclusion that financial reasons must prevent 
their acceptance of this extremely tempting 
offer, as the ownership of the island is known 
to involve a very considerable expense. 

The Rev. Father Ryan proposed the adop- 
tion of the report, saying that the Society 
again wished to draw attention to the urgent 
need for the re-introduction of the bill for 
the protection of wild birds against ill- 
treatment. 

Dr. Bewley seconded the adoption of the 
report, and, in referring to the re-introdue- 
tion of the Wild Birds’ Protection Bill, said 
that one reason why it should be pressed for 
is that birds are not so numerous as they 
were twenty years ago. The only bird that 
appears to be increasing in numbers 1s the 
starling; ~the more desirable birds are 
decreasing. 

The Rev. Father Kennedy supported the 
resolution. sefore the introduction of the 
Wild Birds’ Protection Bill, he said, we did 
not have enough propaganda,*and the mem. 
bers of the Dail did not completely under- 
stand the scope of the bill, or the necessity 
for it. We are hampered in ovr work for 
want of funds. During the vear the offer o! 
Saltee Island was made, and we had to reject 
it; that was a pity. 

Mr. John Garvey spoke of the need for 
parents to educate children to take an in- 
terest in birds—in their beauty and their 
song. 

The re-election of the officers and Com- 
mittee of the Society was proposed by Dr. 
Lloyd Praeger and seconded by Mrs. Sheehy 
Skeffington. Mrs. Skeftington spoke with 
oveat regret of the necessity for refusing the 
offer of the bird sanctuary. ‘‘I am a great 
leliever from experience,’ she said, ‘‘ that, if 
vou have a sufficiently good object and a 
great enthusiasm, you can get the money.” 

A POSSIBLE SANCTUARY. 

The Rev. Father Ryan said that the Saltee 
Islands would cost a great deal of money, 
ond the place was a long way off; but there 
was an ideal sanctuary within a couple of 
miles of Dublin—at the Bull. “ If,’’ he said, 
‘‘we could bring a little pressure to bear 
unon the Most Rev. Dr. Plunket, who is the 
proprietor of this sanctuary, it would he 
perfect for our purpose. I never came on 
any part of the world where there were so 
many birds.”’ 3 

Mr. Thomas H. Mason then gave an account 
of bird-life on the Saltee Islands, illustrated 
with photographs which he and his family, 
and some friends there, took some vears ago. 
The pictures showed groups of puffins, razor 
bills, guillemots, kittiwakes and shags. The 
peregrine falcon, which he had seen on the 
Island on the occasion of his first visit many 
vears ago, when he was accompanied hy the 
late Mr. Barrington, had disanpeared alto 
gether the last time he was there. 


PIG PRICES FALLING. 


A slump has followed the record jump in 
pork and pig prices. At Enniskillen vester- 
day the price of pork opened at £6” per 
ewt., and fell to £4 10s. Many pigs were 
left unsold, as farmers would not accept the 
reduced price. At Cavan 
£5 1%s. per cwt. Best quality pork realised 
£5 17s. 6d, at Strabane, a fall of 2s. 6d. per 
ewt. Young pigs fetched £2 to £2 10s. each. 

There were only about a dozen pigs on 
offer at Mountmellick yesterday, when 
£3 19s. per cwt., live-weight, was realised, 
a fall of 5s. Pigs sold at £4 8s. per ewt., 
live-weight, in Nenagh. Also there has 
been a fall in the price of pigs at Carlow 
yesterday. Fat pigs over 14 stone sold at 
£5 17s. per cwt., live-weight, and under 
14 stone at £3 15s. per cwt. Bonhams also 
showed a reduction, prices ranging from 
£1 8s. to £1 15s. 
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Six persons have been killed and nine 
seriously injured as the result of the wreck- 
ing of a train on the line from Irkutsk to 
Ghita, on the trans-Siberian Railway.

At the inquest yesterday on Sir Herbert 
Austin, the Clerk of the Central Criminal 
Court, London, who was found shot in his 
room at the Old Bailey on Saturday, a 
verdict of suicide, there being insufficient 
evidence to show the state of his mind, was 
returned. 

letters written by Sir Herbert were 
handed to the Coroner (Ur. Waldo), who 
refused to read them in public, remarking to 
the jury: “My experience is that if these 
letters leit. behind by people who are found 
shot, and so on, are read in public they get 
rep My experience is that the 
curious public—a morbid-minded section 
of the British public—gloat over this 
information and buy those papers in 
which this matter “is  furbished up. 
The reading of such letters in public 
does two evils. It is very grievous for the 
relatives to see everything of the family 
affairs detailed in the various papers. And 
there is another puint which is very serious. 


UNBALANCED MINDS. 

“I happen to be a doctor as well as a 
lawyer, and doctors tell me that there is 
such a thing as imitation by suggestion. It 
has a wonderful attraction for certain people, 
articularly thgse persons suffering from un- 
alanced minds. “ They read these letters 
and the tragedies are often followed by other 
similar cases. The only exception is where 

ople who meet with violent deaths leave 
etters behind. J do not wish to muzzle the 
Press, but I do say~that a coroner has the 
power to do anything in the public interest.” 
The jury in returning their verdict en- 
dorsed the Coroner’s remarks that private 
letters left to relatives and friends should 
not be read in court at public inquests. 


BODY DISCOVERED. 

Joseph Wright, of Camden square, N.W., 
an official at the Central Criminal Court, 
stated in evidence that he found Sir Herbert 
Austin’s body lying on the floor of his room, 
with a revolver gripped tightly in the right 
hand. He sent for a doctor, who told him 
that Sir Herbert was dead. 

The Coroner asked—You think if he had 
retired on pension and could have got out 
to play we might not have been here? 

Witness replied—I think that is so.

‘Society of St. George (Dublin Branch) was held 


in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, last night. 
The President, Mr. A. W. Heweit, presided, 
and there was a large attendance. 

The toast of ‘‘ The King ” was honoured, as 
was the toast of “ The Queen, the Prince of 
Wales; and the other members of the Royal 
Family.” 

TELEGRAM TO THE KING. 

The President said that the following mes- 
sage had been telegraphed to the King :— 
‘‘'The members of the Royal Society of St. 
George, Dublin, who are to-night celebrating 
St. George’s Day at the Shelbourne Hotel, 
have been deeply moved by Your Majesty s 
gracious message to the Empire, and are 
united in praying for Your Majesty's speedy 
recovery. (Applause.) 

Greetings had been. received from headquar- 
ters, London; the Grand Executive, Brisbane, 
Queensland ; Londonderry, Liverpool, barrow- 
in-Furness, Huddersfield, Swansea, North- 
wich, Leeds, Warrington, Cardiff and New 
Y ork. 

Sir John Purser Griffith wrote apologising 
for his absence. 

THE CHAIRMAN, 

Sir William ‘Taylor, K.B.E., C.B., 
F.R.C.S.L, who was te have proposed the 
toast of “The Royal Society oi St. Georye, 
Dublin Branch,” being unavoidably absent, 
the toast was proposed by the President, who 
regretted Sir William ‘Taylor's absence. He 
said that he was yuife sure that the first 
words that Sir William would have uttered 
that night would be to express profound 
thanks ior the recovery of their King, waose 
beautiful letter to the Empire they had ail 
cead in that day s newspapers. (Applause.) 

April 25rd, he said, was not only st. 
George’s Day, England’s Day, Shakespeare s 
Day, and Zeebrugge Day, but it had become 
the day whereon in grateful interest and 
pride they should remember many of their 
famous men and women whose names ranked 
high in the roll of honour of kings, reformers, 
philosophers, inventors, composers, artists, 
poets, and the more prosaic fields of com- 
merce and finance, and last, but not least, 
Edward Bohane, the reformer of the Royal 
Dublin Society.” (Applause. ) 

Major Arthur Whewell, replying, said that 
it was the day on which all Englishmen 
could join in rejoicing in the fame of St. 
George, whatever doubts they might have 
about his exploits as- recounted by some of 
his admirers. 

THE GUESTS. 

In proposing the toast of the *‘ Kindred 
Societies and Our Guests.”’ Mr. H. H. 
Cailean (Vice-President) said that he wished 
to assure their guests that nothing gave 
the Society greater pleasure than to offer 
them their hospitality. St. George’s Day 
had now an additional cause for reverence, 
because it was the anniversary of that great 
epic of the war, the Batt'e of Zeebrugce. 

Respo:uding, Senator Major-General Sir 
VYilham Hickie, K.C.B. (President of the 
Companions of St. Patrick), said that he 
did not think that he would have been 
asked to mnke a speech, but if he was present 
next year, he would prepare a speech and 
deliver it in Irish. (Laughter.) He referred 
to the seood work that Mr. Fdward Bohane 
had done for Ireland, and in helping to brine 
the two nations together.

LORD, CRAIGAVON ON THE 
TEMPERANCE PARTY. 


Viscount Craigavon, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland, addressing a large meeting 
of supporters at the Town Hall, sty wood, 
last night, reviewed the Govyernmént’s work 
and dealt. with the de-rating problem. 

Dealing with the question of education, he 
said that the Joint Committee of the Pro- 
testant. Churches and the Loyal Orange. In- 
stitution aimed, first, at obtaining security 
for the permanence of Bible teaching in all 
private and _ transferred schools; and, 
secondly, that scholars should- not, have im- 
posed upon them teachers whose principles 
were out of harmony with the principles of 
the parents of the children. 

To secure these two things the Go- 
vernment was pledged by the _ declara- 
tion of the Minister for Education, and 
confirmed by him (the Prime Minister), 
The Gavernment aimed at maintaining the 
interests of Churches as such in the educa- 
tion ot children, and the safeguarding of 
them from being at any time educated in an 
atmosphere unfriendly to the Christian 
Churches. 

The Churches and the Loyal Orange In- 
stitution had made certain proposals that 
the nominated element should be included 
on regional committees, and that an altera- 
tion should he made in the constitution and 
powers of school management committees 
With their aim the Government wete in 
sympathy, but whether their proposals were 
the best the Government was not sure. After 
hearing objections from people of expert: 
ence and knowledge the Bain would 
endeavour to form an opinion as to the best 
way to secure the end in view, and wonld 
take the necessary steps to put their opinion 
into force. 

With regard to temperance, he observed, 
with deep regret. but without dismay, that 
certain local option candidates had decided 
to oppose the Unionist candidates, againet 
the expressed wishes of the heads of the 
Protestant Churches. It was his opinion that 
such provocative and unpatriotic action would 
set back the hands of temperance. 

He had never turned a deaf ear to reason- 
able proposals; but, he continued, “I am 
not going to be driven in this matter. JI take 
my stand in the interests of the people of 
U'ister. I refuse to be squeezed and pressed 
into doing anything that I do not think is 
for their good and for their honour.’’ 

A vote of confidence in the Prime Minister 
was passed. 


“ FLAPPER ” VOTE. 


WELCOMED BY LADY 


CRAIGAVON., 

Lady Craigavon, who was given a most 
enthusiastic reception, addressed a meeting 
last night in Fivemiletown, County Tyrone, 
in support of the Unionist candidate for 
South Tyrone, Mr. Rowley Elliott. 

Having dealt with the necessity “of keep- 
ing the Women’s Unionist Council as an in- 
dependent organisation, she paid a tribute 
to the South Tyrone Women’s Unionist 
Association, which was functioning now so 
successfully under the able presidency of 
Mrs. Knox Browne, with the very able 
help of Miss Stockdale, secretary. 

They were now faced with two elections, 
and the so-called ‘‘ flappers’’ were going to 
be asked to vote for the first time. 
Nationally they were an unknown quantity 
It was for them to encourage the young to 
fight the cause of Ulster as their elders had 
fought it for the past number of years. The 
Prime Minister was so imbued with encourag- 
ing this spirit that he had appointed a 
member of the Junior Imperial League, to be 
his election agent. 

She did not fear the “flapper ” vote. The 
daughters of the good old stock of Ulster 
would not be one bit behind their forebears 
when it came to a fight. The vote was a great 
privilege and a responsibility, and she looked 
upon: it as a crime for one who had the vote 
to stay at home and not to exercise it. By 
voting they were helping to administer the 
affairs of their country. 

DANGER OF DIVISION. 

What did they gain if any person or body 
of persons who held genuine or advanced 
views'on any issue put forward a candidate 
and ran the risk of splitting the Unionist 
vote, and thereby let in one who held views 
divergent to their own? She could not under- 
stand their point ov view. 

Temperance was a very thorny subject, but 
she believed in discussing thorny subjects. 
The extreme Temperance Party were taking 
up—to put tt mildlv—a verv ungrateful atti- 
tude. (Hear, hear.) If they persisted it 
vould mean that the Government. which was 
the friend of temperance, would be weakened, 
and the Opposition, its true «nemy and the 
enemy of their Unionist cause, would be 
strencthened. She. did hope that before 
polling day came along the moderate influence 
in the Temperance Party might be able to 
restrain those extreme people who were such 
a very small portion of the electorate. 


FREE STATE'S SHORTCOMINGS, 

Their margin of safety was small, and if 
the Opposition got into power it would be 
their aim to put them under the Dublin 
Parliament. ‘ould a British Government 
ignore such. a demand, especially if the 
Socialists got into power? 

Another reason for  supportin Lord 
Craigavon was that he aimed at closer co- 
operation with Great Britain, both for senti- 
mental and for practical reasons, If they 
were under the Froe State their people would 
not enjoy the same social] benefits, for the 
Free State had not the money for old age 
pensions for widows, or could it bring into 
operation the great De-rating Bill which Lord 
Craigavon would give them if returned to 
power, 

Referring to the education question, Lady 
Craigavon said that it was acute in some 
parts. She wanted to assure them that every 
member of the Government was adamant that 
the Bible must be taught in their. schools, 
und that Protestant teachers should teach 
Protestant children, Even the critics of the 
Act did not say that there was any want 
of such Bible instruction at the present 
moment. Their fears were for the future. 
The Prime Minister, in order to allay those 
fears, intended, after consultation with the 
committee interested in this matter, to bring 
in an amendment which should. make it im- 
possible for ‘such things to come to pass. 

DISASTER POSSIBLE, 

Mr. Rowlcy tiliott said that the coming 
elevtiof® was most important, and they must 
give to the Prime Minister the full quota 
of the Unionist 
Northern and the Imperial. Parliaments. 
Their majority in the Northern Parliament 
was a smal) one, and any apathy on their 
part might leave the Prime«déinister helpless 
and with very disagtroug fésults. In this 
matter. of-de-rating it wag: more apparent 
fhin ever that separation from*the British 
Empire would mean disaster. 

WOMEN’S WORK. 

Lady Brooke said that the great thing was 
to see? that every woman voted, that every 
vossible Unionist: was put on the register, 
that every woman took an intelligent interest 
in iheir Government and its work, and that 
their interest “shonid not be spasmodic and 
only for election times.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
, AND ITS. CAUSES. 


MANSION HOUSF 
LECTURE. 
—silm— 


Professor Shields, M.A., lectured on the 
“ Growth of Unemployment’”’ at the Mansion 
House, Dublin, yesterday. Sir Joseph Glynn 
presided. 

The lecturer said that unemployment in 
early times was less severé in its consequences 
than at present on account of the fact that 
most individuals were engaged as part time 
agriculturists and partly occupied in manu- 
facturing or commercal pursuits. 

The problem to-day had to be examined 
not only as it affected the individual, but 
also from business, industrial, national and 
international aspects. 

The drifting of boys at the age of fourteen 
or upwards into blind albey-occupations was 
an imporiant ultimate cause of unemployment. 
The majority of the children of the poor and 
of skilled workers lefi primary school at 
the age of fourteen, and a large percentage of 
them took up any job that presented itself at 
the moment. Such boys as had not reached 
the normal standard of educational fitness, 
when cast on the Jabour market in early man- 
hood, and ignorant of industrial work, and 
possessing neither adaptable hands nor minds, 
always, unless specially gifted, became inferior 
casual Jabourers. No is or girl, said the 
lecturer, shouid be allowed to leave school at 
the age oí fourteen unless there was a guaran- 
te of regular employment. Unemployed 
juveniles should be compelled to attend con- 
tinuation or technical classes, and in large 
areas like Dublin a vocational guidance 
bureau should be established under a director 
of education, which would afford advice to 
parents and to children leaving school as te 
vacancies and opportunities of employment. It 
was essential that vacant posts should he 
filed only by eflicients. Personal discontent 
and industrial unrest proceed from an attempt 
to place square pegs in round holes. 

Other important causes of unemployment 
were want of interest of the staff in the suc- 
cess of the firm, trade disputes, seasonal pro- 
duction and cyclical fluctuations in industry.

DUBLIN TEACHER KILLED 
BY TRAIN. 


EVIDENCE AT INQUEST IN 
COUNTY LEITRIM. 


Last Monday night Dr. E. P. Jones, Deputy 
Coroner for Roscommon, and a jury held an 
inquest at Carric':-on-Shannon station-house 
on the body of TÍ ius O'Connor, a national 
school teacher, v was killed on the railway 
line last Saturday ::ght by the up mail train 
from Sligo. The deceased man, who came to 
Woodbrook National Schoo] last February to 
act as substitute for the principal teacher, 
had resided at 7 Bayview, Jrishtown, Dublin, 
and was the holder of a Carlisle and Blake 
premium since 1922. 

The driver of the train, Henry Ellam, 
stated that although on the look-out he could 
not see nd gm on the line. He felt a jolt, 
and when he got to Carrick and examined the 
engine he found the right lamp on it broken 
and flesh and blood on the underneath 
portion. 

Dr. P. J. Doorly said that the skull of the 
deceased man was fractured. 

James P. Murray, merchant, said that 
the deceased man had been at his house 
before going home, and he gave him some 
books to read. He was seemingly in good 
health, and perfectly sober when he left for 
home. 

Bartholomew O'Connor, an ex Sergeant of 
the R.I.C., 7 Bayview, Irishtown, Dublin 
identified the remains as those of his brother. 
who was forty-five years of age, and rn. 
married. He had no trouble that witness 
was aware of. 

The jury found in accordance with the 
doctor’s evidence. They held that his death 
was accidental, exonerated the driver and 
railway company from all blame, and ten- 
dered sympathy with the relatives.

DESTROYED. 


The licensed premises of Mrs. Brennan, 
Main street, Carrick-on-Shannon, were de- 
stroved by fire yesterday. Owing to bad 
pressure of the town water supply, water hav- 
ing to be carried in buckets, the adjoining 
licensed premises of Miss Curran became in- 
volved in the fire, and the roof had to be re- 
moved in order to check the blaze.

FATHER AND SON SHOT. 


POLICE STATION MYSTERY. 


The story of the drama which was enacted 
in a divisional police station at Runcorn on 
Saturday was told at the inquest on the two 
vietims yesterday. 

The jury returned a verdict that the Rev. 
Thomas Frank Hayward died as the result 
of gunshot wounds, and that there was no 
evidence to show how the wounds were 
eaused The verdict in the case of his father, 
Superintendent Hayward, was that he took 
his own life during a fit of temporary in- 
sanity, caused by grief at the loss of his son. 
The jury expressed the opinion that in the 
death of Superintendent Hayward the 
borough and county had lost a valuable 
servant. 

The superintendent’s son had arrived 
home the day before the tragedy to break 
the news of his engagement to his father. 
The shooting happened in the room in the 
police station, where revolvers were stored. 

Evidence was given by a police officer that 
the Superintendent told him that his son 
picked up a revolver not knowing that any- 
thing was in it, and it went off before he 
knew what had happened. When the officer 
went to the telephone another shot rang 
out, and he found the Superintendent dead. 

The Coroner, summing up, said that no 
one knew exactly what happened when the 
son was killed. There was no evidence to 
suggest that anybody intentionally killed 
anybody else. Why the two bullets were in 
the revolver they did not know.
